In January, 191*6, he was made 
President of the European Mission, of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints with headquarters in London, England, arid he served in that 
capacity until December 3, 19U6, when he returned to Salt Lake City.

"Gen. Elsenhower.’* he said, 
“you know I was for Taft before 
the convention.” 

While he had done no active 
campaigning, he had lent his 
name to a "Citizens-for-Taft” 
movement In Utah. 

Mr. Elsenhower said he knew

"The honor that has come to 
me from my church." Mr. Ben¬ 
son said (appointment to the 
Council of Twelve of the Mor¬ 
mon Church is for life), “means 
more to me than any position 
that could be given me—even be- • 
coming a member of your cabi -1 
net.”

Gen. Elsenhower said he real¬ 
ized that. 

Makes Position Clear. 

There followed conversation 
In which Mr. Benson made sure 
that the general knew where he 
stood. Then he said: 

“If I am left free to adminis¬ 
ter this office to restore the dig¬ 
nity of the Individual In agricul¬ 
ture and the spiritual values left 
us by our founding fathers, I ac¬ 
cept. 

"No man can Tefuse the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States when 
he Is given an important job 
to do.” 

The phrases are high sound¬ 
ing, but he used them. The words 
between are Interpolated because 
they were reported second-hand. 
But the general, who outbid his 
opponent tor the farm vote at

Starts Work Quickly,. • 

He set out on his mission 
almost Immediately. The conver¬ 
sation reported above occurred 
on the Monday before Thanks¬ 
giving. He returned to Salt Lake 
and prepared to revisit America, 
but the death of an associate de¬ 
layed him a little. He went to 
the funeral on a Monday. On 
Tuesday he was in Los Angeles. 

He saw SO agricultural leaders 
on that day and conferred with 
many of them personally, as he 
likes to do. One ol them was the j 
president and general manager 
of Sunkist. the largest co-oper-j 
ative in the world. He saw the i 
heads of the Farm Bureau and ! 
the Grange, the poultry produc¬ 
ers and the poultry processors, 
the growers of the tender greens, 
lettuce, spinach and broccoli; the 
walnut people, the grape grow¬ 
ers, and the big cotton growers. 
California has one of the biggest 
cotton crops in the Nation. 

He was re-acquainting himself 
with agriculture and its prob¬ 
lems. He was asking what 
should be dpne. And also in the 
Los Angeles meetings, which were 
repeated all over the country, 
he was recruiting for the new 
department he will head. 

Let no one be confused by 
the term co-operative. There are 
co-operative groups, mostly con¬ 
sumer co-operatives, whose lead¬ 
ers are termed liberals by their 
friends and radicals by their 
f opponents. But the big organl-j 
( zatlon he managed for lour years!

His appointment makes one 
thing certain..

Mr. Benson next went to San 
Francisco, then to Seattle. Hell 
wired ahead to a few leaders.

He soon found he 
had to have secretarial help 
and got it.

That temporary office wes a 
striking Indication of how he Is 
going about his Job. There was 
a room with a long directors’ 
Uble with ashtrays filled by 
conferees at meetings during the 
day. Mr. Benson does not smoke; 
but he provides for those who do. 
There was a reception room and 
three offices. Two young women 
were working In the open office. 
One was handling long-distance 
calls, the other was typing. Dr. 
Karl D. Butler of Ithaca,'N. V, 
former research director of the 
American Institute of Co-opera¬ 
tion, was at the telephone in the 
office at the left.

Fnrmf r Aide Arrive*. - • 

Every desk had• dictapftone 
and numerous filing cabinets 
were already In use. A young 
man named Babel arrived.’ He 
had Just driven from Salt Lake! 
City. He had been with Mr. Ben¬ 
son on his postwar mission to 
Europe for the church In 1946. 
and Is going to assist him again. 
There were 6,000 Mormons In 
Great Britain, he said, and about 
25,000 on the continent. Mr. 
Benson's tour had Uken him to 
Poland and other countries now 
behind the Iron Curtain. In 
every country, the young man 
said, Mr. Benson had found out 
all he could about the conditions 
of agriculture. The church kept 
sending over considerable 
amounts of food. Mr. Benson had • 
done his best to distribute them 
in a manner which would help 
people help themselves. 

He was able to distribute quan¬ 
tities of seed and suggest un¬ 
usual plantings during the crisis. 
For instance, members of the 
shurch In Holland used the shoul¬ 
ders of the highways to grow 
potatoes with great success. 
When it was suggested that the . 
Germans had greater need for • 
the potatoes they were reluctant 
at first. They had suffered much 
from the Germans. But, If that 
was what should be done, they 
would do It. They sent 75 tons 
of potatoes to Germany. The 
next year, without any sugges¬ 
tion. they sent the Germans a 
larger quantity of potatoes and 
some pork products. 

The conference in Mr. Ben- 
eon’s office ended and the Inter¬ 
viewer was ushered In. Ezra Ben¬ 
son Is a tall man. His frequent 
smile relieves what would other- , 
wise be a somewhat severe ap¬ 
pearance. His thinning straight 
hair Is combed sleekly back and 
his brow la evidently higher than 
It was in his youth. His per¬ 
sonality seems to combine a lot , 
of qualities, seriousness, sim¬ 
plicity, sincerity, and impressive 
maturity. He is 53, but he 
seemed to be a generation older. 

What a Mission Means. 

The reporter soon found out 
what embarking on a mission ' 
mtafix to " azra, Benson, He

'talked about his birthplace, a 
farm In the Cash Valley;-In 
Southern Idaho. ' 

He was the oldest orirrMI. 
dren. His father had purchased 
a 40-acre farm—an irrigated 
farm for beet and potato farm¬ 
ing—In the valley. He built a 
two-room house with boards 
from timber felled In the canyons 
of the Wasatch range which in¬ 
closed the little valley—it Is 
about 50 miles long and 25 miles . 
wide. His mother made the rugs 
for the house before they moved 
In. All 11 children were bom In 
one room. Ax the family In- • 
creased the father added to the 
house, a lean-to at the rear, an¬ 
other room to one side. 

His father and mother had at¬ 
tended Mormon academies which 
gave them the equivalent of the 
first year or two of high school. 
Every one of the II children, 
seven boys and four girls, went 
through college. Ten of them 
are living today. 

The" irrigation was direct from •' 
the mountain streams. The big i 
cash crop—and the big work 
crop—was the sugar beets. 

"Did you ever see them thin- I 
nlng a field of beets?" he asked. 
"You have a wide bladed hoe 
with a handle about 8 Inches 
long." 

Thins Imaginary Row. 

He got up from his desk and 
started thinning an Imaginary 
row of beets on the office floor. 

He was quite agile about It. able 
to bend almost double despite a ' 
middle-aged thickness at the 
mldrlfl. He worked fast as he 
went along the row sliding hla 
feet sideways. 

"When I was 16” he said, "1 ■ 
thinned a Held of beets for a 
neighbor in one day—not an j 
eight-hour day; sunup to sun -1 
down. He was a Mormon. Most 
of the people In the valley were. 

He gave me two (5 gold pieces 
and two silver dollars. I have 
never felt so wealthy In my life.” 

Beside the beets and potatoes, 
they grew a canning crop, usual¬ 
ly green peas. His father bought 
a dry farm up In the canyon 
where they grew wheat. They 
bad IS cows, Holstelns, and they 
sold the milk to a condensing 
plant." But when It came his 
turn to run the farm with his 
•brothers they put In bottling 
machinery and sold the milk In 
Preston, the nearby county seat.! 

They had about 250 chickens; 
and traded eggs for groceries at! 
the general store In Whitney, , 
which was only about a mile 
from the farm. They also raised ' 
a dozen or so hogs a season and 
slaughtered one for "winter 
meat” ; 

"For a family of 11 children?" 
he was asked. . . . . • . 

■-"We didn't eat. much meat," i 
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' he ‘Sflld. “’’But we had a good 
diet with poultry and eggs and 
milk." • 

Chosen tor Mission. 

It was when Ezra was 13 and 
there were six other children 
and another on the way that his 
father was selected to go on a 
The elder Benson had 
preached at times In the little 
church at Whitney, built of 
stones hauled from the moun¬ 
tains. All the families in the 
valley attended, including the 
few non-Mormons. 

But It was' not for his elo¬ 
quence that he was selected. 
The church has no paid ministry 
and members are chosen for 
mission for their evident faith, 
earnestness and virtue. 

Arrangements were made. A 
young Mormon couple was given 
one of the rooms of the house 
on a rental basis. The young 
man was to work the farm on 
shares, Ezra’s mother took care 
of,the cows and the chickens 
-and the kitchen garden with the 
help of her children. 

Father was away for two 
years. His mission was to Chi¬ 
cago and industrial Northern 
Indiana. He wrote regularly. 

"Some of the happiest mo¬ 
ments of my life," he said, "were 
spent sitting In the family circle 
and listening to mother read 
father’s letters.” 

When father returned It was 
like the soldier of this day home 
from war. There was an Infant 
near the age of 3 whom he had 
never seen. 

Bode Horae to School. 

Young Ezra rode a horse to 
high school, a Mormon academy 
In Preston, 2!£ miles away. 
When his younger brothers and 
sisters Joined him, they used a 
buggy and -tn winter a cutter. 
The last was the most fun. 

It was a happy life, as he re¬ 
counted it. There was a tennis 
court at Whitney and a Boy 
Scout troop. Ezra joined the 
Scouts. In young manhood he 
wte & ECbutmsster and be 


now a member of the National 
Executive Board of the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

It was a beautiful valley where 
they lived. The Wasatch Moun¬ 
tains rise to heights of almost 
two miles on either side. There 
was marvelous fishing In the 
canyon streams and In the fall 
the hoys Hunted deer. Once In a 
| great while they got one. 
j And the farming was fun. too. 

“What encouraged us most.” 
he ssld, “was when I and my 
brothers Came home from agri¬ 
cultural college. Our father was 
| ready to try anything new we 
suggested, whether it was a ro¬ 


tation of crops or a new raticm 
for the poultry or the cows. I 

"That's the point where a let 
of young fellows, whose fathers 
won’t go along with them, get 
discouraged and quit.” 

Buys More Land. 

Father bought another 40 
acres of Irrigated land. The farm 
i grew with the family. But It 
was a small economic unit on 
which to send 11 children 
through college. It was In this 
way: As the children came of 
age they worked the farm and 
went to school In turns. One 
of them would go to college for 
one semester then return to the 
farm and let the next one go 
to school—a co-operative enter¬ 
prise. 

Mr. Benson had attended Utah 
State Agriculture College for. 
three years, had reached his ma- j 
jorlty and was courting Miss 
Flora Smith Amussen, when he 
was selected for his first mis¬ 
sion. . It was the British Isles. 
He spent 30 months there 
spreading the doctrine that rev¬ 
elation did not end with the 
apocalypse. He renewed his 
courtship when he came back, 
but she was selected for a mis¬ 
sion to California for 20 months.

On 9/18/62 I received a call from the Honorable 
EZRA TAFT BJENSON, former Secretary of Agriculture in the 
Elsenhower administration, who is one of the Council of 
Twelve* the governing body of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Sainrs 77 ^Mormon) , Mr. BENSON requested an 

appointment with me to discuss the following matter: 


He is concerned about Commdnism and what he 
terms Socialism in the United States and feels that the 
American people are not fully aware of its dangers. He 
feels that the Director of the FBI for many years has been 
warning the public about the menace of Communism and. he 
believes that the Director is the foremost authority on 
this menace today. 


Mr. BENSON states he has conducted considerable 
research concerning the John Birch Society and has found | 
nothing actually wrong with its activities and purposes. 

He mentioned that ROBERT H. WELCH, President of the Society 
had made y >some "foolish” remarks in some letters in thefpast 
concerning President EISENHOWER, Dr. MILTON EISENHOWER''and 
one or two other Government officials, but that to a large 
extent these statements by WELCH had been misconstrued in 
that WELCH actually meant that PresidentHSENHOWER had been 
by others in formulating poPtcim^ that J : were not 
sey/ye.nnAUKh against Communism. 
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Ur. BENSON stated he knew many leading citizens 
who were members of the Birch Society and regarded them 
as patriotic and great Americans. He stated he is aware 
of the controversies concerning this society, but that 
he feels most people do not actually know the true aims 
of the Society in combating Communism and Socialism. He 
mentioned that even the Deseret News and Telegram (owned 
by the LDS Church) had published an editorial criticizing 
the John Birch Society and that he, BENSON, honestly felt 
the newspaper did not fully understand the purpose of the 
Society. 









BENSON has reached the conclusion the Society is 
doing a lot of good in combating Communism and feels that 
it is patriotic in its motives. He related in confidence 
that his son, REED A. BENSON, has been approached by the 
Birch Society to be their representative in Utah and sur¬ 
rounding states; that the Society has no "coordinator” in 
Utah and that activities are handled by the coordinator 
at Denver. REED BENSON has been offered the position of 
"coordinator" in western states, but has not yet discussed 
his decision with his father. Ur. BENSON states he knows 
that his son REED will consult with him soon concerning 
his opinion about becoming affiliated with the Birch Society. 
BENSON stated he realized the FBI does not sanction or 
endorse any group, but he wanted to know off-the-record 
how the‘FBI feels about the Birch Society and whether or 
cot it has been investigated and any conclusions reached. 


I informed Mr. BENSON that of course we were 
purely a fact-finding agency and that he was correct in 
his comment that the FBI does not have the authority to 
comment or evaluate the character or integrity of any 
person or organization; that the FBI is interested only in 
subversive elements, particularly those that might attempt 
to infiltrate or take over some organization purely for 
subversive purposes. I informed him off-the-record in 
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response to his direct question that to my knowledge the 
FBI has not investigated the John Birch Society as such 
in this area, but that of course it would have to be his 
own decision concerning any affiliation with the Society 
or any other group. Mr. BENSON stated he realized this 
but that he appreciated my conferring with him at his 
request.

It is to be noted that REED A. BENSON is a young 
man approximately 30 to 32 years of age who was a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for Congress and was defeated 
in the primary last week. REED BENSON makes a large number 
of speeches. I have not heard him but understand that he 
is a capable speaker and strongly opposes Communism and 
Socialism in his remarks. The BENSON family is highly 
regarded in church circles in this area, and the father 
is one of the highest ranking LDS Church officials. 

Mr. BENSON had just received from the Publisher a copy 
of the Director's new book, "A Study of Communism," which 
he had on his desk and which probably prompted his contacting 
me about the above matter. 

Mr. BENSON mentioned that he would be on a trip 
in the eastern part of the United States within the next 
few days, and that he might personally contact the Director 
to confer with him about the menace of Communism and the 
role of the Birch Society.

Benson In November, 1952, at the request of President-elect Elsenhower, and no deroga 
tory Information was developed. Benson Is on the Special Correspondents 1 List, and we 
have exchanged considerable cordial correspondence with him. Benson has received 
copies of "Masters of Deceit" and "The FBI Story” autographed by the Director, and he 
was sent a copy of the Director's new book, "A Study of Communism, " wlth theT>Lrector’ 
personal card. He requested to sde the Director on 9/18-19/61 by telegram, but was 
advised that due to prior commitments, the Director could not see him on those dates.

Mr. Benson’s secretary called the Director’s Office on Monday, 
November 9, and advised that the Secretary of Agriculture wanted to speak to 
Mr. Hoover. When advised of the Director's absence from the city, she left 
word for the Director to call Mr. Benson when he returns to Washington. 


We have had very cordial relations with Secretary Benson, and 
he has written the Director on numerous occasions. Mr. Hoover presented 
him with an autographed copy of "Masters of Deceit," and Mr. Benson expressed 
his appreciation in a letter to Mr. Hoover of May 15, 1958. Benson is a 
Morman, and he has asked the Director to speak on a number of occasions and 
has invited him to programs presented by different organizations in that church. . 


While we have no way of determining what Benson wants to discuss 
Iwith the Director, the following recent events should be kept in mind if the 
(Director returns Mr. Benson's telephone call: 

1. Secretary Benson recently went to Russia and traveled through 
several European countries. He was accompanied by Bert 
Tollefson, Jr., his assistant,on this trip. ToUefson, of course, 
is Executive Vice President of "The Religious Heritage of 
America, Inc.," and it is possible that Benson is also interested 
in the Director participating in the 1960 Pilgrimage.

2. Tollefson mentioned to the Director on October 23 that he met a 
former Agriculture employee in Poland named Jeremiah Ezekial 
who had a poor record and he was interested in making facts of 
his history known to the White House. Benson may also have 
interest in this individual who appears to be Mordecai Ezekiel, 
an employee of the United Nations assigned in Italy who has 
diplomatic status.

Mr. Benson indicated this organization had requested him to intercede 
with the Director relative to issuing a speech invitation for 9-28-61 before this group. 






Mr. Benson also indicated that the world-wide conference uf Uie Mormon 
Church will be held the foUowing night, 9-29, in Salt Lake City. He stated that the head of . _ ^ 
the Mormon Church would like very much to introduce Mr. Hoover to the congregation in | 
the event he could accept the invitation of the "All American Society." 

I told Mr. Benson that the Director would be extremely grateful for these 
kind invitations, particularly in view of Mr. Benson's interest, however, the Director iN v/vCic 
already has a number of long-standing commitments for the latter part ck this month whicFU v 
would prevent an acceptance.

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The Internal Threat to the American 
Way of Life 

My Fellow Americans — 

We are in the midst of continuing inter¬ 
national crisis. The outlook for world peace 
and security is dark indeed. The gravity of 
the world situation is increasing almost 
daily. The United Nations seem unable to 
settle the troubles of the world. I", truth 
we are faced with the hard fact that the 
United Nations seems to have largely failed 
in its purpose. Yes, the days ahead are 
sobering and challenging. 

We live today in an age of peril. It is an 
age in which we are threatened with the loss 
not only of wealth and material prosperity, 
but of something far more precious — our 
freedom itself. The very thing that dis¬ 
tinguishes man from the beasts—his freedom 
to act, freedom to choose, is threatened as 
never before by a total and atheistic phil¬ 
osophy of life known as communism. 
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Never before in the history of our country 
has there been a greater need for all of our 
people to take a little time to discover what 
is happening in the world. Every day de¬ 
cisions are being made affecting the lives of 
millions of human beings. We now need, as 
much as during any crisis, the kind of 
courageous leadership which J. W. Hamilton 
called for when he said: 

"How much now we need a leadership 
that will tell the truth and talk straight, 
not about what is expedient or even what 
is advantageous to American interests, but 
about what is everlastingly right, and call 
our people to a crusade for it, and pledge 
America to the defense of it, so that all 
nations will be convinced that we mean it! 
We need men who will ignore the conse¬ 
quences, tell the truth, rnd take a long 
chance with God." (RIDE THE WILD 
HORSES) 

Such leadership must not be expected 
merely from those who serve in high offices. 
This is the kind of leadership we should be 
cultivating at every level — among parents, 
teachers, students, judges, the various pro¬ 
fessions, businessmen, laborers, technicians, 
ministers — all of us need to join a crusade 
to develop men and women who talk straight, 
tell the truth and who are willing to take 
a course deserving of God’s blessings. 


AMERICAN WAY OF LIFE 


A genuine leader tries to stay well in¬ 
formed. He is a person who acts on principle 
rather than expediency. He tries to learn 
from all human experience measured against 
revealed principles of divine wisdom. As a 
rule, a good leader is not easily deceived. 

What has been lacking in our culture 
that has allowed the Communists to deceive 
so many of our people so many different 
times? Perhaps part of it has been ignorance, 
another part misinformation, and certainly 
an important part has been apathy-com¬ 
placency. But whatever the lack has been, 
this is the kind of school which is designed 
to do something about it. 

Just a short time ago Fidel Castro 
broadcast to the world his boastful con¬ 
fession that he has been a hard-core Com¬ 
munist all of his adult life. He gloried in the 
fact that he had been able to confuse and 
deceive many people simply by saying he 
was not a Communist. And because there 
were people in this and other countries who 
believed his false assertions, he was able to 
establish a Soviet beachhead only ninety 
miles from our shores. Americans must face 
the cold hard fact that Fidel Castro was 
encouraged and supported in his seizure of 
Cuba. Why? Simply because many Ameri¬ 
cans were led to believe the falsehood that 
he would resist Soviet influence and restore 
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the basic freedom of the Cuban people. A 
few of us issued early warnings based on 
unimpeachable evidence. Two United States 
ambassadors repeatedly warned that Castro 
was part of the Communist camp and that 
he was working for the Communist conquest 
of Cuba. These voices went unheeded. 

This is merely a repetition of the same 
dece.itful pattern which was used after World 
War II to have us tolerate revolutionary 
Communists in China, to accept them as 
"agrarian reformers” and allow them to 
seize and enslave some 450,000,000 people 
on the Chinese mainland. 

This is the same deceitful pattern which 
we have been asked to accept in the Congo, 
in Laos, in British Guiana. In fact, every¬ 
where the Communist conspiratorial ma¬ 
chinery is preparing for a seizure of power, 
we are assured there is no immediate dan¬ 
ger from Communism. We are told that 
the high political officials in these countries, 
who surround themselves with known Com¬ 
munist advisors, are merely trying to rec¬ 
oncile the various political factions and make 
their governments more representative. 
Later, after each country is taken over by 
the Fidel Castros, we are then assured that 
these men “betrayed the revolution.” Re¬ 
search subsequently reveals that these men 
had been hard-core Communists for many 
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years. Those who believed them, once more 
lament, “I wonder how they deceived us?” 

To me, the important question is, “Are 
we going to let them deceive us any longer?” 

To the true Communist, nothing is evil 
if it is expedjent. Being without conscience 
or honor, he feels completely justified in 
using whatever means are necessary to 
achieve his goal: force, trickery, lies, broken 
promises, mayhem, and individual and mass 
murder. 

Let us have no illusions about them. 
Their leader has told us bluntly — their 
purpose is not alone to enslave us — they 
want to bury us. 

What wi face today is not just a cold 
war, not just a struggle for the control of 
land, sea, air, and even outer space, but 
total competition for the control of men’s 
minds. Unless we meet it and defeat it, we 
shall almost inevitably one day face the loss 
of all that we hold dear. 

In less than half a century this evil 
system has gained control over one-third of 
mankind and it is steadily pursuing its 
vicious goal of control over all the rest of 
the world. It is time, and past time, for us 
to be alarmed. 

Latin America does not believe that 
suppression is the road to freedom. 
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Less than 15 years ago communism was 
not a powerful force in Latin America. Today 
it is not only strongly present there as an 
enemy to be reckoned with — it is openly 
allied with a government located on an island 
only about 90 miles south of Key West, 
Florida. 

The'only political party now functioning 
in Cuba is the Popular Socialist Party — the 
Communist Party under another name. 

Cuba is being used as a funnel through 
which communists are infiltrating other 
American republics. 

True to communist and dictator tradi¬ 
tion, the Cuban Government has deprived 
its people of the rights of a free press, free 
elections, and the protection of other funda¬ 
mental human rights. 

How did this situation come about? 
How has it been possible for this completely 
warped philosophy in such a short time to 
reach its present position of influence in the 
world? How is it possible for communism to 
be here and now moving into Africa, press¬ 
ing upon all of Asia, threatening the Middle 
East and increasingly becoming a danger in 
the western hemisphere? 

There are, of course, many reasons. Some 
nations have failed to provide for the ad¬ 
vancement and desperate physical needs of 
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their people. Others have failed to recognize 
the worth of the individual. But is it not 
perhaps true, that the biggest reason of all 
is the failure of western civilization to live 
up to its Judiac-Christian ideals? 

Is it perhaps true that, as Dr. Charles 
Malik, the great Lebanese leader and former 
President of the United Nations General 
Assembly, has said: 

“The deepest crisis of the West is the 
crisis of faith ... Western civilization is 
doomed until, jolted out of its complacency, 
self-satisfaction and sense of apartness, it 
rediscovers and reaffirms what is genuinely 
human and universal in its own soul?" 

We must revivify Western ideals and in 
particular the ideals of our own great Nation. 
We must call back the spirit of the daunt¬ 
less leaders of the past. We must meet our 
present day challenge not with softness and 
complacency, but with the depth, wisdom, 
and daring that characterized America in 
the days of old. 

We have a rich history to guide us. Think 
back with me a moment to the year 1823. 
In that year, James Monroe of Virginia was 
President. John Quincy Adams of Massa¬ 
chusetts was Secretary of State. These two 
men formed and announced policy which 
has profoundly influenced the development 
of our entire hemisphere. 
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Here was the situation that called forth 
this policy — known as the Monroe Doctrine 
-in 1823. 

Several of what are now the Latin 
American Republics had by force of arms 
newly won their independence from Spain 
and Portugal. Among them were Colombia, 
Mexico, Chile, and Brazil. 

Meantime a number of the sovereigns of 
Europe were seeking to enforce the “divine 
right of kings" with the express purpose of 
putting “an end to the system of repre¬ 
sentative government." France, accordingly, 
had proceeded to restore the rule of Ferdi¬ 
nand VII in Spain. Now these countries 
proposed to overthrow the new and in¬ 
dependent governments in Latin America. 

This our government refused to permit. 
It said so plainly in the celebrated Monroe 
Doctrine. The heart of the Monroe Doctrine 
consisted of these words: “ ... the American 
continents, by the free and independent 
condition which they have assumed and 
maintained, are henceforth not to be con¬ 
sidered as subjects for future colonization 
by any European power.” 

And the Doctrine went on to spell out 
clearly just what was meant as follows: 

“The political system of the allied powers 
is essentially different... from that of 
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America... We owe it, therefore, to candor, 
and to the amicable relations existing 
between the United States and those powers, 
to declare that we should consider any 
attempt on their part to extend their system 
to any portion of this hemisphere as dan¬ 
gerous to our peace and safety.” 

Now there is a statement which might 
well be engraved in all the capitols of all 
the countries in this hemisphere today. 
Every word in it is as applicable today as it 
was 138 years ago. 

Surely if it were true a century and a 
half ago that European monarchy was 
essentially different from our American 
system of representative government, it is 
even more true today that the communist 
system is totally different, totally incom¬ 
patible, totally inimical to our free way of 
life. 

We are eminently justified in declaring 
that we should consider any attempt on the 
part of the communists to extend their 
system to any part of this hemisphere as 
dangerous to our peace and safety. 

Moreover, the Monroe Doctrine went 
on: “Nor can anyone believe that our south¬ 
ern brethren if left to themselves, would 
adopt it (this system) of their own accord.” 
Here again the words of the Monroe Doc¬ 
trine ring true. 
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It is almost unthinkable that any people 
would knowingly and wilfully take on them¬ 
selves the yoke of communist oppression. 
No nation, has ever done so yet. If large 
masses of the Cuban people have done so 
it is because they have been duped or 
.coerced. 

This Monroe Doctrine has been the 
continuing policy of our Nation for almost 
a century and a half. 

It has been reaffirmed by many Ameri¬ 
can Presidents. 

We are on solid, traditional American 
ground in demanding that the communists 
should not attempt to extend their political 
system to this side of the Atlantic Ocean. 

If time permitted I could show that in 
recent years the principles of the Monroe 
Doctrine have been strengthened by various 
joint agreements among the American na¬ 
tions. These should be invoked. 

The Communists bring to the nations 
they infiltrate a message and a philosophy 
that affects human life in its entirety. Com¬ 
munism seeks to provide what in too many 
instances a lukewarm Christianity has not 
provided — a total interpretation of life. 
Communists are willing to be revolutionary; 
to take a stand for this and against that. 
They challenge what they do not believe in 
— customs — practices — ideas — traditions.

They believe heatedly in their philosophy. 

But our civilization and our people are 
seemingly afraid to be revolutionary. We 
are too “broadminded” to challenge what 
we do not believe in. We are afraid of being 
thought intolerant — uncouth — ungentle- 
manly. We have become lukewarm in our 
beliefs. And for that we perhaps merit the 
bitter condemnation stated in the Book of 
Revelation 3:16: “So then because thou art 
lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue thee out of my mouth.” 

This is a sad commentary on a civiliza¬ 
tion which has given to mankind the great¬ 
est achievements and progress ever known. 
But it is even a sadder commentary on 
those of us who call ourselves Christians, 
who thus betray the ideals given to us by 
the Son of God Himself. Again, I ask, are 
we going to permit the atheistic Communist 
masters, fellow travelers and dupes to de¬ 
ceive us any longer? 

There is a deception going on in our 
country this very moment which is just as 
dangerous to the United States as the false 
pretensions of Fidel Castro were to Cuba. 
It is amazing to me that some of our citizens 
seem to take special delight in ridiculing the 
warnings of government investigators and 
the cry of alarm which comes from Iron 
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Curtain refugees when they see how the 
United States is being led carefully down 
the trail of disaster. 

Clear back in 1953 the Jenner Committee 
published a report on June 30 of that year 
which should have sobered the entire 
country. This report stated: 

“1. The Soviet international organization 
has carried on a successful and important 
penetration of the United States Govern¬ 
ment and this penetration has not fully been 
exposed. 

2. This penetration has extended from 
the lower ranks to top-level policy and 
operating positions in our government. 

3. The agents of this penetration have 
operated in accordance with a distinct de¬ 
sign fashioned by their Soviet superiors. 

4. Members of the conspiracy helped to 
get each other into government, helped each 
other to rise in government, and protected 
each other from exposure. (The 1st Com¬ 
munist Cell in government was organized in 
the U.S. Dept, of Agriculture in the 1930’s) 


. 6. In general, the Communists who in¬ 
filtrated our government worked behind the 
scenes — guiding research and preparing 
memoranda on which basic American poli¬ 
cies were set, writing speeches for Cabinet 
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officers, influencing Congressional investi¬ 
gations, drafting laws, manipulating admini¬ 
strative reorganization — always serving the 
interests of their Soviet superiors. 

12. Policies and programs laid down by 
members!' of this Soviet conspiracy are still 
in effect within our government, and con¬ 
stitute a continuing hazard in our national 
security.” 

Eight years have passed since that warn¬ 
ing was given, but the American people 
have not yet insisted upon the house-cleaning 
which is so long overdue. In this year, 1961, 
that fearless and distinguished American, 
J. Edgar Hoover, testified before the House 
Appropriations committee and said: 

“The Soviet intelligence services have 
reorganized, multiplied their contacts with 
the American people, and have become 
aggressively bolder in spearheading their 
espionage offensive against the United 
States." (F. B. I. Appropriation Hearing, 
March 6,1961, p. 49) 

Speaking of Communist front organiza¬ 
tions, he said: 

‘‘They represent transmission belts 
through which the Communist Party 
furthers its conspiratorial designs. They 
have infiltrated every conceivable sphere of 
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activity: youth groups; radio, television, 
and motion picture industries, church, 
school, education and cultural groups; the 
press, nationality minority groups, and civil 
and political units.” (F.B.I. Appropriation 
Hearing, March 6, 1961, p. 49) 

Of course, such groups can have only 
one purpose and that is deception. The only 
way to avoid being deceived is to get the 
facts. Here are people who would try to hide 
the facts from us and replace the truth with 
a falsehood. They want us to believe that 
America is a failure, that her system of 
capitalistic free-enterprise is doomed, that 
she must rented \ her failures by adopting 
Marxist theories of collectivized control. I 
recognize these voices. I heard them in 43 
nations which I visited in the past few years. 
I heard them often during my eight years 
in Washington. None of them came to me 
in the name of Communism or even Social¬ 
ism, but they came. And while many of us 
fought them and resisted them on every 
front, nevertheless, it was alarming to dis¬ 
cover how many others were willing to 
believe and follow. Why do otherwise loyal 
Americans believe and follow? Because these 
voices came from masters of deception. 

Now supposing a person came along and 
said, ‘‘I am in favor of doing away with 
competitive markets and private property, 
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of setting communes in each locality, of 
taking all the land away from the farmers, 
of taking over all the steel mills, all the 
electric power plants, all the automotive 
industry, the banks, the railroads, the news¬ 
papers, the television and radio stations, all 
the mines, and so forth." I am sure such a 
proposal would meet with immediate and 
united resistance by the vast majority of 
the American people. But supposing this 
same person came and said: "It is in the 
public interest and to the benefit of each 
citizen if we make industry, the farms, and 
all means of production and distribution 
operate for the benefit of all the people and 
not just for the private profit of a few stock¬ 
holders.” Immediately this line of deception 
receives a wave of support. It is occuring 
today here in the United States. It occured 
in England, France and Eastern Europe as 
well as the Scandinavian countries. It oc¬ 
curred in Russia. 

If you ask the individual who made this 
last statement whether or not he is a Com¬ 
munist or Socialist he will undoubtedly 
reply with great indignation that he is a 
loyal American — that he is very anti-Com- 
munist. He will generally say he merely 
wants to see our nation achieve marvelous 
new goals which will make our present 
standard of living appear meager indeed. 
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When you ask this individual where his 
plan has been tried and proven successful, 
he will tell you it is a plan of the future and 
its virtues are yet to be demonstrated. And 
if you press him even further by pointing 
out that his program sounds exactly like 
the 'Marxist-Socialism of Europe he may 
become extremely indignant and call you a 
“reactionary” who doesn’t want to see the 
country progress. 

Now' this accusation, of course, is as 
false as it is unfair. All of us are anxious to 
see our country progress, but we want to 
know by what means. The whole American 
concept of progress, which has outstripped 
every other nation on earth, is based on 
certain fundamental principles which these 
men now ask us to abandon. Certainly we 
are entitled to challenge such proposals 
when they are asking us to give up what 
has worked so well and substitute some¬ 
thing which they merely hope will work. 

What are these fundamental principles 
which have allowed the United States to 
progress so rapidly and yet remain free? 

First, a written Constitution clearly de¬ 
fining the limits of government so that 
government will not become more powerful 
than the people. 

Second, an economic system which is 
characterized by: 
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Free enterprise — the right to venture, 
the right to choose. 

Private property — the right to own, 
develop and enjoy. 

A market economy — the right to ex¬ 
change and to profit. 

Third, building an open society where 
each individual enjoys the greatest oppor¬ 
tunity to improve himself, to travel, to 
become educated, to invent, to compete, to 
build, to speak, to worship, and to pursue 
happiness in whatever way the individual 
finds most satisfying and worthwhile. 

Fourth, assigning government the role 
of referee rather than competitor — giving 
it enough power to provide peace, order and 
security but not enough power to rob the 
people of their liberty or take away their 
property “without due process of law.” 

Of course, it immediately becomes 
apparent that if certain people wanted to 
seize control of private property, if they 
wanted to nationalize the land, if they 
wanted to have the government take over 
all the industries, the schools, the trans¬ 
portation complex and communications net¬ 
work, the way to do it would be by “due 
process of law.” Therefore, certain people 
have set out to do this very thing. 

Is this possible? It is indeed, and every 
American should know it. As the Marxist- 
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Socialists declared over seventy years ago: 
“Convert the electorate and capture the 
County Councils.” (Fabian Essays on Social¬ 
ism, Doubleday & Co., New York, I960, 
p. 190) More recently Khrushchev has em¬ 
phasized the same thing. In 1956 he said: 

“In this'connection the question arises 
of whether it is possible to go over to 
socialism by using parlimentary means ... 
The forces of socialism and democracy have 
grown immeasurably throughout the world, 
and capitalism has become much weaker ... 
In these circumstances the working class, 
by rallying around itself the toiling peasant¬ 
ry, the intelligentsia, all patrotic forces ... 
is in a position to defeat the reactionary 
forces opposed to the popular interest, to 
capture a stable majority in parliment, and 
transform the latter from an organ of bour¬ 
geois democracy into a genuine instrument 
of the people’s will...” (House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, Facts on Com¬ 
munism, Vol. I pp. 114-115) 

What Khrushchev is talking about is 
what he calls “peaceful victory of socialism,” 
or seizing the natural and human resources 
of the earth "by due process of law.” 

He is not alone in this ambition. In this 
project he is paralleling the position of 
another branch of Marxism which might be 
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called the Social Democrats since this is the 
name they took in Russia and most of 
Europe. Lenin himself helped to organize 
the Social Democratic Party in Russia but 
in 1903 he set up his own branch of the 
party and called them Bolsheviks which 
became the vanguard of revolutionary vio¬ 
lence in the party. 

But notice what happened in Russia. It 
was the Social Democrats, or the ones who 
wanted to seize power ‘‘by due process of 
law” who organized the original soviets, 
who concentrated the power over the in¬ 
dustrial workers into a few hands, who 
overthrew the Tsar, and who set up con¬ 
ditions in Russia from March to October, 
1917, which made it possible for the Com¬ 
munists or Bolsheviks to move in with force 
and violence and take over Russia in 
November, 1917. Notice that the Social 
Democrats did their organizing in the name 
of the welfare of the people. After they had 
provided the basic concentration of power, 
the forces of Lenin seized control and the 
people found themselves under the harsh 
cruelty of a Communist dictatorship. 

This is a most important lesson for all of 
us to learn, namely, that the Communists 
use the Socialists to pave the way for them 
wherever possible. This is why Communists 
and Socialists are often found supporting 
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each other, collaborating together and fight¬ 
ing for the same goals. 

The paramount issue today is freedom 
against creeping Socialism. The well-known 
British writer, John Strachey, who for many 
years was an openly avowed Communist 
and who served as Minister of War in the 
Socialist government in 1950, made this 
very plain in his book, THE THEORY AND 
PRACTICE OF SOCIALISM. Said he: 

‘‘It is impossible to establish Communism 
as the immediate successor to capitalism. 
It is, accordingly, proposed to establish 
Socialism as something which we can put 
in the place of our present decaying capital¬ 
ism. Hence, Communists work for the 
establishment of Socialism as a necessary 
transition stage on the road to Communism.” 
(John Strachey, The Theory and Practice of 
Socialism, Random House, New York, 1936, 
P- 121) 

Now obviously, the worst thing that can 
happen to a Socialist is to have himself 
openly identified with the work of the Com¬ 
munists who are generally feared and 
despised. The Socialists know they cannot 
seize property and power by “due process 
of law” unless they are politically popular, 
therefore, they try desperately to avoid the 
taint of the Communists and present their 
program so that it appears “moral," “demo- 
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cratic,” "peaceful,” and so “gradual” that 
the people will not resist it. 

These are the exact words used by the 
Social Democrats in England in 1889 (Fabian 
Essays on Socialism, Doubleday & Co. New 
York, 1960, p. 51) when they were preparing 
to lay the foundation for the seizure of power 
which finally took place after World War I 
and again after World War II. They pre¬ 
pared a book called “Fabian Essays on 
Socialism.” In the preface they said the 
book was being written by seven members 
of the executive council of the Fabian 
Society. They then said, ‘‘The writers are all 
Social Democrats.” Nevertheless, they 
adopted the name of “Fabians” after the 
Roman General, Fabius, who won his battles 
by capturing or defeating the enemy a few 
at a time. This is what the Social Democrats 
call “gradualism.” It is their intention to use 
this method in conquering their enemies 
which in this case happens to be free men. 

Here is what these Fabians or Social 
Democrats said they were going to do: 

With reference to private property they 
said: "... private property in land and 
capital will inevitably go the way of feudal¬ 
ism which it superseded.” (Fabian Essays 
on Socialism, Doubleday & Co., New York, 
1960, p. 82) 
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The Social Democrats also said they 
were going to work for “the ultimate and 
gradual extinction of the (property-owning) 
class.” (Fabian Essays on Socialism, Double¬ 
day & Co., New York, 1960, p. 82) 

.They said they were going to nationalize 
or collectivize the land. They described how 
they would set up collectivized farms. They 
would organize communes in each locality. 
They would get clothes from a community 
store, eat at a community table the food 
prepared in a community kitchen. They 
would nationalize the major industries and 
develop industrial communes for the smaller 
industries. (Fabian Essays on Socialism, 
Doubleday & Co., New York, 1960, especially 
pp. 184-185, 190-196.) 

At this point some of you may wonder 
whether I am talking about Communism in 
Russia rather than the Social Democrats in 
England. But I have mentioned these things 
so that you can see that in their final form 
the two are identical. 

The Fabians even recognize the problem 
of compulsory labor which might be neces¬ 
sary under their system. In fact, within one 
year after the British Fabians had seized 
power and socialized the major industries 
following World War II, they found it 
necessary to impose controlled or com¬ 
pulsory labor management on the workers. 
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But compulsion was nothing new in the 
thinking of Social Democrats. One of their 
original founders emphasized this when he 
said: 

“I also made it quite clear that under 
Socialism .ydu would not be allowed to be 
poor. You would be forcibly fed, clothed, 
lodged, taught and employed whether you 
liked it or not. If it were discovered that you 
had not character and industry enough to 
be worth all this trouble, you might possibly 
be executed in a kindly manner; but whilst 
you were permitted to live you would have 
to live well.” (George B. Shaw, Intelligent 
Woman’s Guide to Socialism and Capital¬ 
ism, p. 470) 

The Social Democrats even described 
the serf-like existence of the workers under 
their program. They pointed out that “the 
perfect fitting development of each indi¬ 
vidual is not necessarily the utmost and 
highest cultivation of his own personality, 
but the filling, in the best possible way, of 
his humble function in the great social 
machine.” (Fabian Essays on Socialism, 
Doubleday & Co., New York, 1960, p. 79) 

One final observation concerning the 
Socialist plan to seize power by “due process 
of law.” During the gradual seizure of land 
and property there will still be some private 
industry operating. They describe how 
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they will gradually smother and destroy it. 
Here is what they say about this stage of 
their take-over: 

“The private capitalist, however, will 
still be in business, producing and distri¬ 
buting on his own account in competition 
with the communal organization, which at 
present will have occupied only part of the 
industrial field. But... these private enter¬ 
prises will be carried on under circumstances 
of ever-increasing difficulty.” 

They then describe how the government- 
owned industries, operating with govern¬ 
ment credit behind them, will begin to choke 
off private enterprise. They say, “After 
while the private producers will disappear, 
not because there will be any law against 
individualist production, but because they 
will not pay." (Fabian Essays on Socialism, 
Doubleday & Co., New York, 1960 p. 195) 

All of this may begin to sound familiar 
to many American businessmen who have 
been watching similar influences of creeping 
socialism gradually using government regu¬ 
lations or government ownership to destroy 
the basic framework of economic freedom 
and private production in our own country. 

We must ever keep in mind that collect¬ 
ivized socialism is part of the communist 
strategy. Communism is fundamentally 
socialism. We will never win our fight 
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against communism by making concessions 
to socialism. Communism and socialism, 
must be defeated on principle. 

When socialism is understood, we will 
realize that many of the programs advocated, 
and some of those already adopted in the 
U. S., fall clearly within the category of 
socialism. What is socialism? It is simply 
governmental ownership and management 
of the essential means for the production 
and distribution of goods. 

We must never forget that nations may 
sow the seeds of their own destruction while 
enjoying unprecedented prosperity. 

The Socialistic Communist conspiracy to 
weaken the United States involves attacks 
on many fronts. To weaken the American 
free-enterprise economy which outproduced 
both its enemies and allies during World 
War II, is a high priority target of the Com¬ 
munist leaders. Their press and other propo- 
ganda media are therefore constantly selling 
the principles of centralized or federal con¬ 
trol of farms, railroads, electric power, 
schools, steel, maritime shipping, and many 
other aspects of the economy — but always 
in the name of public welfare. 

For thirty years we have aided the cause 
of atheistic, socialistic communism by per¬ 
mitting communists in high places in

government; by giving away vital military 
secrets; by squandering much of our material 
resources; by recklessly spending ourselves 
to near bankruptcy; by weakening our free 
enterprise system through adoption of 
socialistic policies; In wasteful bungling of 
our foreign affairs: by ever increasing con¬ 
fiscatory taxation and by permitting the in¬ 
sidious infiltration of communist agents and 
sympathizers into almost every segment of 
American life. 

Many people have wondered if the Marx¬ 
ist concepts of the Fabian Social Demo¬ 
crats have deeply penetrated the United 
States. In truth they have. British Social 
Democrats came to the United States in 
1888 for a long visit to train Fabian groups 
in several of the leading universities. Eventu¬ 
ally their followers were organized into the 
Inter-collegiate Socialist Society in 1905. 
By 1916 this organization was becoming 
increasingly influential and its members 
were already climbing into the higher esche- 
lons of the government. After World War I 
the Society changed its name to the League 
for Industrial Democracy and continued to 
plant its most brilliant personalities in 
government, education, communicatons and 
policy making bodies. There they remain 
today, occupying some of the highest offices 
in the land. Their records will show that 
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they have consistently sponsored the basic 
ideas of the Social Democrats of Europe. 
Some of them have been exposed, as not 
only being-sympathetic, and collaborating 
with their fellow Marxists of the USSR, but 
actually joining them. 

This, then, brings me to m\ final point, 
namely, that the internal threat to the 
American way of life is in the secret alliance 
which exists between the more advanced 
Social Democrats and the hard-core Com¬ 
munist conspiracy. Occasionally this sym¬ 
pathetic alliance breaks out into the open, 
but most of the time it is maintained in the 
labrynths of quiet secrecy. If you should 
wonder why Socialists in this and other 
countries have often played into the hands 
of world Communism you might consider 
these words from the top British Socialist, 
G. D. H. Cole who wrote the following 
words during World War II: 

“I have never allowed my dislike of 
much that Stalin has done to blind me to 
the fact that the USSR remains funda¬ 
mentally Socialist, or that the Soviet form 
of revolution and of government may be 
the only one that is capable of sweeping 
clean the stables of Eastern and Southern 
Europe, or of solving the basic economic 
problems of the unhappy peasants of these 
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impoverished States .... I am ready to go 
further. I would much sooner the Soviet 
Union, even with its policy unchanged, be¬ 
came dominant over all Europe, including 
Great Britain, than see an attempt to re¬ 
store the pre-war States to their futile and 
uncreative independence and their petty 
economic nationalism under capitalistic 
domination. -Much better be ruled by Stalin 
than by the restrictive and monopolistic 
cliques which dominate Western capitalism.” 

Mr. Cole concludes by saying, “For it 
would be much better to live within a sys¬ 
tem, however barbaric in some of its 
features, that has in it some creative force 
making for the liberation of mankind from 
class-oppression and primary poverty than 
to thrust back under the dead hand of de¬ 
caying capitalism utterly incapable of fresh, 
creative effort.” (G. D. H. Cole, Europe, 
Russia and the Future, MacMillan Co., New 
York. 1942, pp. 8-9) 

It would appear to me that when a mind 
has been trained to hold such bitterness 
against capitalism; to believe so blindly in 
the illusions of Communism, it is no wonder 
that some of this same mentality have used 
their influence in scientific circles, in em¬ 
bassies and in governmental positions to 
betray the interests of their own countries 
and collaborate with what has turned out 
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to be the most formidable enemy free men 
have ever faced. 

I believe J. Edgar Hoover and the in¬ 
vestigating cmmittees of Congress know 
whereof they speak when they warn us of a 
serious internal threat to the American way 
of life. I hear that some people and more 
particularly'the Communists and the Social 
Democrats don’t want us to examine this 
internal threat, but I believe we should. I 
think we should study Communism and 
study Socialism so we can recognize the in¬ 
fluence of each. We can leave the spies to 
the FBI, but learning how our enemies are 
trying to subvert us is everybody’s job. I 
also recognize that it is not popular in some 
circles to be called an anti-Communist, but 
I consider Communism a God-less political 
and economic disease. I do not believe an 
American citizen can be patriotic and loyal 
to his own country, and its God-inspired 
Constitution, of freedom, without being 
anti-Communist. 

Now I know that Moscow has ordered 
that all anti-Communists are to be attacked 
and discredited in every way possible. I 
know the Communist Party of the United 
States has issued a similar mandate. This 
does not disturb me at all. It should be ex¬ 
pected. Meanwhile we should pursue a calm 
and steady course. We should expose to the 
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light of public inquiry those forces which 
would destroy our country and our way of 
life. We should pay no attention to the 
recommendations of men who call the Con¬ 
stitution an 18 th Century Agrarian docu¬ 
ment — who apologize for capitalism and 
free enterprise. We should refuse to follow 
their siren song of concentrating, increas¬ 
ingly, the powers of government in the Chief 
Executive, of delegating American sovereign 
authority to non-American institutions in 
the United Nations, and pretending that it 
will bring peace to the world by turning our 
armed forces over to a U.N. world-wide 
police force. 

My own political and economic creed is 
a simple one. I commend it to you: 

I am for freedom and against slavery. 

I am for social progress and against 
Socialism. 

I am for a dynamic economy and against 
waste. 

I am for the private competitive market 
and against unnecessary government inter¬ 
vention. 

I am for private ownership and against 
governmental ownership and control of the 
means of production and distribution. 

I am for national security and against 
appeasement and capitulation to an obvious 
enemy. 
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This contest in which we are engaged is 
as old as man and as young as hope. The 
issue is over the God-given eternal principle 
of freedom—free agency, the right of choice. 
In this struggle it is not enough to be right 
— we must put strength and action back of 
that whiclj is right. 

In the conflict with Socialistic Commu¬ 
nism we must have patience, courage, and 
wisdom. We must also have friends. Russia 
has hostages — we have friends — millions of 
them in temporary slavery back of the iron 
curtain, and millions more to be mobilized 
throughout the free world. In Russia people 
are unable to challenge the despotic God¬ 
less dogmas forced on the people. We must 
take greater risks for freedom. We must 
dramatize “American might and Soviet 
myth." 

Let us awaken to our responsibilities — 
and to our opportunities. Again I quote 
Dr. Malik. 

“The civilization which has been blessed 
and transformed by Christ, needs only a 
mighty hand to shake it out of its slumber. 
And, once shaken, once really awakened to 
the world responsibilities which it and it 
alone can shoulder, there is nothing it can¬ 
not dare and do."

The ori¬ 
gin of the Nero Cross should be known to all Chiistiuns.On June 29,67 A. 0., after three 
years of incredible terror imposed on Jews and Christians by Nero, the Apostles Simon 
Peter and Paul of Tarsus were martyred for their Christian beliefs, While Paul was ceremo¬ 
niously beheaded outside the walls of Koine at Aquae Salviac on the Ostian Way,Simon 
Peter was taken before the Emperor Kero who sentenced him to death by crucifixion. 

Crucifixion was considered the most barbarous means of execution. Indeed, Cicero 
called it "the ciuclist. the foulist of punishments.'’ But, remembering how Jesus had met 
death with equanimity during the reign of the Emperor Tiberius, Peter requested of the 
Emperor Neio that he not be so honored as to be crucified in lire same fasluott as our 
Lord. Neio granted the condemned man his last wish. According tn the voluminous rec¬ 
ords of Ncstorius the Syrian, Patriarch of Constantinople (428-431 A.D.), the deranged 
Emperor is said to have designed and had consli noted a moss, Ihc arms of which vaere 
broken, upon which St. Peter was then crucified to death and burned — upside down. 
From that date, the “Nero Cross" (depicted in the Fifth Century Illustration on Page 55) 
was known as the "sign of the 'broken Jew,'" or the "symbol of the ‘anti-Christ.’" 

Less than a year after the executions of the Apostles Peter ant! Paul, and after count¬ 
less atrocities committed against other Christians and Jews who had been forced to fice to 
the Catacombs, the Emperor Nero committed suicide by cutting his throat, but the lega¬ 
cy of Nero lived on. In 70 A.D., Nero's signet of Ihc anti-Christ was carried on the 
standards of the Legions of Titus when the Romans lavished and destroyed the Holy 
City of Jerusalem. 

The "Nero Cross” was lints adopted as an appropriate sign by the Satanists of the Dark 
Ages, who sought to make a mockery and a travesty of (lie.teachings of Chiist. Wherever 
in the West evil lus been practiced as a cull, (he sign of the anti-Christ has been a part 
of it. “In the Twentieth Century," relates the learned Marquis de Concrcssattll, “this 
same symbol was painted on the doors of churches closed by the Bolsheviks in 
Russia .... It was branded on the bodies of Gypsies arid Jews during the Spanish Civil 
Wat of 1936-39 just as they had been branded during the days of Ihc Inquisition. This 
symbol is, in our own lime, the symbol of the anti-God and those who wear it and use 
it must realize that the last crusade has not yet started ....” 

Thus, through (lie centuries, demonic “secret combinations" flaunting this standard 
have persecuted devout Chiislians and Jews alike. Indeed,such persecution continues to 
this day against Jews in the Middle East who are under attack by the Communist Palestine 
Liberation Fiont — upon whose red armbands is displayed Ihc “sign of the broken 
Jew" ... the Communist "peace" symbol. Meanwhile, in America, as thousands of radi¬ 
calized youths parade that same symbol, the heretics of lire Christian Church have all httl 
adopted the “sign of the uiiti-Chrisi" as their own. Aitd you can be absolutely certain that

1. Jurisdiction of the Court is invoked pursuant to 
Title 42, USC B 1981, 1983 and 1985.

VENUE 

2. While the acts complained of herein are transitory 
in nature, the primary thrust as affecting the plaintiff occurred 
in the’ State of Oregon and within the District of Oregon. All of 
the defendants are subject to the jurisdiction of the Court by 
reason of Oregon's long arm statute, having minimum contacts 
therein. 


PARTIES 

3. The Plaintiff Douglas A. Wallace is a resident of 
the State of Washington.

A. Bryon, Elbert A. Willoughby, W.D. Young and John Stoner are

officers of the City of Salt lake and residents of the State of 
Utah. The Defendants at all times material hereto were acting 




both individually and under color of title of office in matters 
beyond the jurisdiction of the City of Salt lake. 

12. The Defendant George Lewis is the Northwest 
Regional.Air Security officer for the Federal A viatio n Admlnistrat- 
ion. He is stationed at Seattle, Washington and is a resident of 
that State. 

13. The Defendant Julian Bond is the Administrator of 
the Federal Aviation Administration and is directly responsible 
for the conduct of subordinate officers such as the Defendant 
George Lewis. 

14. The Defendant Brock Adams is the Secretary of the 
United States Department of Transportation of which the Federal 

Aviation Administration is a subdivision thereof. As such the

Defendant Adams is responsible for the acts and’ommissions of 

the subordinate defendants Lewis and Bond. 

15. The Defendant Clark F. Brown is the agent in 
charge of the Salt Lake City office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) . He is in that capacity responsible for the 
conduct of the agents and the affairs of that office. 

16. The Defendant Clarence Kelly, was at all times 
material hereto the Director of the FBI and was responsible for the 
actions his employees including Defendant Brown, 

17. The Defendant Griffin B. Bell is the Administrator 
of the United States Justice Department and is responsible for 

the conduct of subordinate agents and officers of the Justice 
Department and it’s sub-divisions such as Defendants Brown and 
Kelly. 

18. The Defendants John Doe I through John Doe V

are associated by hierarchal church order with the Defendant 
Kimball and whose identity is not presently known.' 
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1, The plaintiff was bom and raised as a member of 

the unincorporated association known as the Church of Jesus Christ 

of Iatter-Day Saints, more commonly called Kormon, an avowed 

Christian religious organization. In recent years the plaintiff 

has come to recognize a politically subversive posture of the top 

leadership of the said association . This subversive posture is 

promoted by a semi-secret "Council of Fifty" of which the average 

church member has no knowledge. The avowed aim of this council is 

to promote the political and economic control of the united States 

and other world governments by the Mormon church leadership. This 

aforesaid council regards the Kormon church president or "prophet" 

as the only legally authorized person upon the earth to whom God

has given a Divine right to govern the earth. Under this concept 
the said semi-secret council has "crowned" each president of the 
said Mormon church since the days of the church's founder, Joseph 
Smith,Jr., as the earth "King". 

2. This aforesaid council has as it's president the 
Kormon church president defendant Spencer W. Kimball, with the 
heir-apparent defendant Benson. This council manipulates the City 
of Salt lake, Utah and the legislature of the State of Utah. It 
has further caused the infiltration of the Federal Government, 
particularly the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Central 
Intelligence agency to utilize as an arm to promote the "prophecy" 
of the church's founder, that the "elders of Israel" (The church 
hierarchy) will " save"the U.S. Constitution when It will " hang 
as if by a thread".

6. The so-called "Kingdom of God" or Mormon Church is 
a"Holy" dictatorship depriving it’6 faithful laity of the right 
to self direction and deliberately defrauding the membership in 
representations of divine authority. The present involvement of 
tie Mormon church in the political and economic arenas of our soc¬ 
iety if allowed to continue unabated will surely result in the 
destruction of democratic form of government under the U.S. const¬ 
itution. 


7. The Plaintiff,in an attempt to expose the above 
allegations and other errors of doctrine and procedure existing 
within the said church association, properly and timely filed 
charges against the top leadership of the said church including 
defendants Kimball and Benson. Said charges called for an eccles¬ 
iastical trial of the -top fifteen church leaders. The complaint 
filed oh April il,i{>76 set thb trifel to b€ - H61d'bn October 3,1976 
i 8. Subsequently, The defendant Corporation of The 
President wrongfully obtained a temporary restraining order from 
the 3rd District Court of Utah unconstitutionally restraining the 
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Plaintiff from the FIRST Amendment right of religion, 

9. The plaintiff later rescheduled the trial to be held 
on the 3rd of April,1977 during the annual conference of the said 
Mormon church at Salt lake City. Such notice was widely published 
In the media and was further claimed to be a protected right of 
the plaintiff against interferance by state or local government. 
Notwithstanding,the Defendant Corporation again wrongfully used 
the 3rd District court of the State of Utah to again improperly 
issue a second temporary restraining order against the Plaintiff, 
again barring his person from the so called Temple Square where 
the Mormon church conference was held. 

10. Knowing that the latter temporary restraining order 
was unlawfully obtained and fearful of an open confrontation by

the Plaintiff, Defendants Kimball, Benson, Ashton, Wilson.Greener, 
Bryan, Willoughby, Toung, Stoner and Brown conspired to falsely 
create justification to harass, intimidate, defame, slander and 
prevent the Plaintiff from carrying out his plan to hold the 
aforestated ecclesiastical trial, 

11. The defendant Ashton as head of the Mormon Church's 
spy network ( Public Communications Dept) issued a false report to 
the other defendants in a plan to involve the FBI, the FAA and 
United Airlines in a scheme calculated to prevent the ecclesiastics 
trial aforementioned. 

12. The known false report alleged that the Plaintiff 
would strap plastic explosives to his person prior to boarding a 
commercial flight at Portland, Oregon enroute to Salt lake City 
where he would allegedly confront the top church leadership of the 
said Mormon church in an attempt at assasination. The defendants 
went to great lengths to Justify this conspiracy by requesting the

18. Immediately ■y(ereafter, defendant John Doe I, under 
the alias identity of O.C. Hunt boarded the said flight 374 walking 
past the plaintiff In an apparent effort of confirming the identity 
of the Plaintiff to defendants Young and Stoner. Subsequently, the 
defendant John Doe I deplaned. 

19. The Plaintiff believes or has cause to believe that 
the said Defendant John Doe I as a part of the conspiracy notified 
defendant Young that, the Plaintiff had passed through security 
without any indication of wearing metal explosives. 

20. Thereafter, in order to maintain credibility for the 
false information upon which the surveillance activity was struct¬ 
ured, Defendants Young and Stoner alerted the pilot Captain of the 
said flight 374 to initiate a bomb search of all baggage placed 
aboard the aircraft at Portland. All passengers boarding at Port¬ 
land were required to deplane and identify their baggage for an 
inspection. The search resulted in a negative finding and caused 

a two hour delay in departure. 

21. During the flight from Portland to Boise and then 
to Salt Lake City, the Plaintiff wsb kept under surveillance by 
defendants Young and Stoner. Upon arriving at Salt Lake City the 
Plaintiff was kept under 24 hour surveillance during which time 
one Salt Lake City police officer accidentally shot and maimed 
another officer in the course of a stake-out of the residence in 


which the Plaintiff was staying. The said residence was in East 
Salt lake Countv .Utah outside the corporate limits of the City of 
Salt lake. A total of six Salt lake City officers were involved in

The prescence of 
trained police attack dogs intended to be used against the Plain¬ 
tiff should he make any overet attempt to conduct the aforementioned 
ecclesiastical trial would have resulted in the serious wounding 

or death of the plaintiff by employees of the defendants named in 
this paragraph. 

23. As a result of the aforesaid conduct on the part of 
the defendants, The Plaintiff was plaoea under a restraint designed 
to prevent the free exercise of First Amendment Right of religion 
under the United States Constitution. 

24. The defendants Julian Bond, Brock Adams, Clarence 
Kelly, and Griffin B. Bell are personally liable to the plaintiff 
for the conduct and participation of defendants Lewis and Brown in 
the damage to the Plaintiff resulting from the aforesaid conspiracy. 

25 . As a result of the aforesaid allegations, the 
Flaintlff has been damaged in the amount of $ 500,000 
should have Judgement against the defendants jointly and severally 
in that sum. 

26. The conduct on the part of the defendants was 
deliberate and maliciously calculated to deprive the Plaintiff of 
First amendment rights and further to wrongfully interfer with

observations: 

1. He is of the opinion the Summons is 
defective to CLARK F. BROWN since no specific direction 
is given for BROWN to respond. This is under Rule 

12B (2) ('4) ( 5 ) . 

2. Jurisdiction is defective as the plaintiff 
asserts the Civil Rights Act, Title 42, U.S. Code, 

Section 1981, and there is no jurisdiction in this 
section. Section 1983 regards "color of state law," 
and this section is insufficient to invoke jurisdiction 
of a federal office. 

3. Section 1985 concerns the sovereign and 
officers immunity and this section could be used to 
defend the suit. 

4. The 14th Amendment applies only to state 
officials and not federal officials, so there is no 
jurisdiction under this Amendment. 

5. Venue in Portland, Oregon, could be 
attacked if deemed desirable to do so, keeping in 
mind that U. S. District Court Judge WILLIS W. RITTER, 
is on the record accusing the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day Saints of trying to influence RITTER'S 
removal from office. Venue might also lie in 

Salt Lake.City as most all witnesses and defendants 
are located in Salt Lake City. 

6. Regarding the cause of action, many 
allegations are religious in nature and it is not 
appropriate for federal courts to litigate "ecclesiastical" 
differences. 


7. He is of the opinion a motion to dismiss 
or a motion for summary judgment would be warranted 
on the bases of facts in this case.

the only factual allegation is that "defendant - Brown, 
acting beyond the scope of authority, approved a plan that 
would allow defendants Young and Stone to travel to Seattle, 
Washington, for the purpose of boarding Onited Airlines 
flight No. 374 on Saturday, April 2, 1977, carrying concealed 
weapons to place the plaintiff under surveillance during 
interstate flight." (Complaint pag« 8, paragraph 14) (There 
are other paragraphs in the Complaint which name defendant 
Brown, but which are purely conclusory. See, page 7, 
paragraph 10 and page 8, paragraph 13). 

The enclosed LHM details former SAC Brown's participa 
tion in a meeting not on April 30, 1977, as alleged, but on 
or about March 29, 1977. Mr. Brown advised the group which 
was meeting regarding potential violence during the forth¬ 
coming semi-annual conference of the Mormon Church of the FBI's 
investigative responsibilities. He specifically denies giving 
any approval for any security plans and denies knowledge of 
any plans being discussed regarding plaintiff. 

Defendant Brown was not served personally as 
required by Rule 5, Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, 
but by certified mail at the Salt Lake City office of the 
FBI, received on December 14, 1977. There is no record of 
any service on Director Kelley. 

It should be pointed out that venue is improper 
in the Onited States District Court (USDC) for the District 
of Oregon as only the plaintiff resides there. [See, 28, USC, 
1391(b). But 3ee, 28, USC, 1391(e), if suit is deemed to 
have beeivbrought against defendants Brown and Kelley in 
their official capacities.] In any event, the provisions 
of 28 USC, 1404, should be invoked to transfer this action 
to the USDC for the District of Utah for the convenience of 
the parties.

The-jurisdictional bases of thi s ac tion are defective 
with respect to defendants Brown and Kelley. There' is ho 
allegation that plaintiff has been deprived of any right to 
make contracts, sue, or give evidence, therefore there is no 
factual pleading supporting a cause of action under 42, USC, 
1981. Furthermore, it i9 well established that 42, USC, 

1983, does not give rise to a cause of action against Federal 
officers. 


Assuming arguendo that the gravamen of plaintiff'3 
complaint is true, i.e., that defendant Brown approved a 
plan for the surveillance of plaintiff, he has stated no 
cause of action under 42, USC, 1985. In order to invoke 
1985, a Constitutional right must have been violated and 
injury roust'have occurred. Although plaintiff alleges a 
police surveillance, there is no allegation that he wa6 
hindered in his movements, i.e., prevented from going to 
Salt Lake City, attending the Council meeting, or returning 
to his home. If any injury occurred, it was subjective in 
nature, (see Complaint page 10, paragraphs 22 and 23), and 
is therefore not actionable. 

Assuming plaintiff's theory of this action is 
based on Bivens v. Six Unknown Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics , 456 F. 2d, 1339 (2nd Cir., 1972), the 
jurisdiction for this type of suit roust be based on 28, USC, 
1331(a). (Plaintiff does not allege Federal question 
jurisdiction). This section requires a showing of $10,000.00 
in controversy. The claim must be dismissed where, a court is 
convinced to a legal certainty that the necessary amount is 
not in controversy or that there is no present probability 
that an amount exceeding the minimum jursidictional amount is 
at stake. As stated above, plaintiff has not factually alleged 
injury and therefore cannot claim damage in the required 
jurisdictional amount.

It is noted that plaintiff identifies defendants 

Brown and Kelley as responsible for the actions of the - 

personnel under their control, i.e. r official capacity, 
(Complaint page 4, paragraphs 15 and 16). Ee seeks damages 
against Mr. Kelley personally for the actions of Brown 
(Complaint page 10, paragraph 24). Ke does not allege 
personal liability on the part of Brown. Inasmuch as a suit 
against a public official in his official capacity is con¬ 
strued as a suit against the Government, the suit should 
have been brought under the Federal Tort Claims Act, which 
is the exclusive remedy. We have no record of the filing of 
an administrative claim as required by the Federal Tort 
Claims Act. 

Assuming Mr. Kelley is being sued in his personal 
capacity, there is no allegation in the Complaint which 
alleges any personal participation by him in the acts 
complained of. 

It is suggested that failure to state a claim, lack 
of jurisdiction (subject matter and personal), and improper 
venue be raised in a motion to dismiss. 

If an answer is to be filed, it is suggested that the 
allegations in the Complaint be answered as follows. With 
respect to the allegations in the First Cause of Action in the 
Complaint, it is requested that you specifically deny paragraphs 
10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 23, 24, 25, and 26 and aver insufficient 
information upon which to form a belief as to the truth or 
falsity of the remaining paragraphs. 

'Vfith respect to paragraph 1 of the Second Cause of 
Action, to the extent plaintiff realleges the paragraphs in 
the Pirst Cause of Action, they are answered as stated above.

A copy of the captione d book, autographed by Benson, former Secretary of 
Agriculture in the Eisenhower Administration, was forwarded to the Director and 
acknowledged by Bureau letter to Benson dated April 20, 1962. An additional 
copy was forwarded by the Salt Lake City Office by letter dated May 8, 1962, at the 
request of the Central Research Section for review. 


The over-all theme of the book is that the American people in their search 
for economic security have gradually permitted the federal government to take 
away their individual freedoms. As a result, there has developed a type of creeping 
socialism, characterized by a concentration of power in the federal government, 
the welfare state, and unsound financial policies which encourage an ever increasing 
public debt and inflation. In Benson's view this situation is in effect "laying the 
Red Carpet, which permits creeping socialism to be America's 'royal road 1 to /'l 1 
communism." (p. 83) / / /' 


While Benson stresses the threat of internal communism (pp. 53-64), hi also 
points out that "1 do not fear the small, hard corps of subversives in America lo much 
as I do those who do not see the danger to freedom that is inherent in more and more 
centralization of power in government." (p. 159) He calls for a reversal of the trend 
toward greater government control of industry, labor and agriculture and a 
strengthening of the moral and spiritual principles on which our Nation was founded, 
(pp. 283-298) 


Benson, who is on the Special Correspondents' List, makes numerous 
favorable references to the Director and quotes extensively from "Masters of 
Deceit," as well as from arti^Ittfslqnd^sp^Qhe^by the Director. The book wJL 
maintained in the Bureau library. * ~ hn .... /] ,/ z? t Z?

This is a signal honor, a very great pleasure and a challenging responsi¬ 
bility,. My gratitude for this opportunity is increased by the realization that 
it may be several months -- possibly years -- before I come to this lovely Cache 
Valley again. I love this Valley. Here I was born in a choice home and reared 
to manhood. Here in this very community I met, courted and won my choice com¬ 
panion who has been a constant inspiration and support to me. Yes, this is home 
country. 

I am grateful for the call which has come to me again to preside over the 
European Mission, even though I leave my beloved country this time with greater 
anxiety for I£s~Tuture than ever before..---- 


Because of the nature of the message I bring to you tonight I have committed 
most of it to writing. I shall speak to you frankly and honestly. Some of you 
may not agree with everything I say. Thank God in this blessed land we can still 
speak our convictions without fear. I have been in nations where this blessed 
privilege is no longer enjoyed. 

These are my personal convictions borne out of an active life which has taken 
me into forty-five nations and brought me close to the insidious forces which would 
destroy our way of life. 

I am not here to tickle your ears -- to entertain you. I will talk to you as 
one who loves this great nation. The message I bring is not a happy one but it is 
the truth, and time is always on the side of truth. "Truth must be repeated again 
and again because error is constantly being preached round about." (Goethe, 17A9- 
1832 quoted in The Freeman, July, 1958.) 

I realize that the bearer of bad news is always unpopular. As a people we 
love sweetness and light -- especially sweetness. We enjoy soft complacency. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson said that every mind must make a choice between truth and repose. 
Those who will learn nothing from history are condemned to repeat it. This we are 
doing in the Americas today. 

George Washington stated, "Truth will ultimately prevail where there are pains 
taken to bring it to light." To bring the truth to light is our great challenge 
today. Lincoln said, "If danger ever reaches us it must spring up amongst us; it 
cannot come from abroad. If destruction be our lot, we must ourselves be its author 
and finisher. As a nation of free men, we must live through all time or die by 
suicide." Our real problem today is internal -- here at home. 

J. Edgar Hoover in his sobering address. Communist Target -- Youth (p. 10-11) 
warns us that, "The menace of communism is not a simple forthright threat. Instead, 
it is a conspiracy which can be controlled only through full understanding of the 
true nature of the conspiracy and the ability to separate truth from propaganda.

It is a shocking record of bluff, bluster, deception, intrigue, bondage and mass 
murder. Never in recorded history has any movement spread itself so far and so 
fast as has socialistic-communism in the past few years. Ihe facts are not plea¬ 
sant to review. Communist leaders are jubilant with their success. They are 
driving freedom back on almost every front. 

Do you realize that the first Communist cell in our government, so far as we 
know, was organized in the United States Department of Agriculture in the 1930's.

Out incomes are 
high. Our standard of living is at an unprecendeoted level. We do not like to be 
disturbed as we enjov our comfortable complacentv. We live in the soft present and 
feel the future i* secure. We do not worrv abou* h i;torv We seem oblivious to the 
causes of the rise and fall of nations. We are blind r o the hard fact that nations 
usually sow the -eed* of tneir own destruction wnile enjoying unprecendenred prosper¬ 
ity- 


1 sav to vou with all the fervor of mv soul We are sowing the seeds of our 
own destruction in America and much of the free world *odav, It is my sober warning 
to you today 'hat if the trend* of r he past thirtv v*ar*--and especially the pas* 
three years-ontinue we will lose that which is as priceless as life icself*-our 
freedom--our 1 1 be r * v f --our right to act as free men.

Our greatest need in America today is to be alerted and informed. When we have 
become alerced and informed w<= will soberly sense *ne need for a reversal of the pre¬ 
sent trends. We will realize that the law* of economics are immutable. We will be 
convinced that we mu*t return to a spirit of humility faith in God and the basic 
concepts upon which chi* grtat (hris'ian nation has been established under che direc¬ 
tion of Divine Providence 

We must return to a realization of the source of our srrengch. Then and only 
then will we be ab’* *.o «ee clearly American Might and Sovie* Myth, Then will we 
realize the truth of what President C c orge Albert Smi*h said 'hat "The Constitu¬ 
tion of the United S*ace? of America l* jusc as much from my Heavenly Father as the 
Ten Commandments " <Conf, Report t»/i»8-182) 

The sad and shocking story of what has happened in America in recent years must 
be cold.

We believe in religion a- a mode of life resulting from our faith in God. 
Communism fonrend—that ail-r-tiigioa. nwsc. be overthrown because it inhibits the 
spirit of world revolu'lon, Farl Browder a loae-time leader of fRe' Communist 
Party in the USA said. . . .we lommunists do not distinguish between good and 
bad religions because we think they are all bad." 

This atheistic degrading but militant philosophy 1 = backed up with the 
strength and resources of a big loanfrv of 210 million people and a militaristic 
economy. In addition communism has built an empire of 700 million more slaves. 
Besides this .it has agents in all free world countries whose ultimate aim is to 
overthrow the existing social order and bring chese countries under the red flag. 

And yet in the face of all this we gulliblv sign treaties and accept promises of 
these Godless murderers. When will he a c a people awake to the awful threat which 
faces us 7 It mus' be soon or it will be too late.

The record is clear especially the faota=tic and 'errifvmg communisc advance and 
conquest of the past 10 v<-ars What will rhe world look like in another decade 7 

Lenin di-d in 192^, But before he died he Had laid down for his followers the 
strategy for this conquest It was we should readily admit, brilliant, farseeing, 
realistic and majestically simple. It Has been paraphrased and summarized as fol¬ 
lows "First, we will take Eastern Europe. Next, the masses of Asia. Then we 
shall encircle that last basion of capitalism the United States of America. We 
shall not have to attack, u will fall like overripe fruit into our hands." 

As recent as ten years ago most Americans, even some who were fairly well in¬ 
formed. did not know and would not believe that there was any such thing as a social¬ 
ist-communist Conspiracy. Today some of these same people will solemnly argue as to 
whether we have five years or maybe ten years before we too are living as slaves in 
a Communist police state. They now realize it can ha pp e n her e. 

How did it all come about 7 Time will not permit details. However, the record 
of planned intrigue deception and murder is available for all to see and read. The 
record is clear. Just a few highlights will suffice. 

The firsc real great break for the Communist Conspiracy came in 1931. Ihe 
United States formally recognized Stalin's Godless, murderous regime. We extended 
diplomatic relations to atheisric Russia. I believed it to be a mistake then and 1 
am more convinced of it than ever today. Our recognition of Russia in 1933 tremen¬ 
dously increased rheir •standing, prestige and credit, at home and with other nations. 
It saved them from financial collapse, and it enabled them greatly to increase their 
nests of spies and propaganda agen r s in this country and elsewhere in the world. 

And we've been bailing them out of their difficulties and bolstering their slave 
economy ever Mnce, They have repudiated the hundreds of millions owed to the US. 
before World War 11 and have deceptively withheld, even an expression of gratitude 
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for more chan eleven billion dollars worth of food, supplies, war materials, etc., 
under lend-lease. And we're still ac ic, Now it's wheat. Soft on communism did 
someone say 7 No free nation has ever been more gullibly soft on this Godless 
Conspiracy than our own beloved but foolhardy nation. 

Their second great break came with the beginning of World War II, which was 
largely brought on through the world-wide diplomatic conniving of Stalin's agents, 
making Russia a warcime ally of the Western nations, thereby providing the result¬ 
ing opportunities for Communism through the chaos of war. 

During the war and post-war period Communist agents kept the eyes and anger of 
the world focused on the crimes of Hitler. At the same time, Stalin, with his aim 
on Lenin's objectives carried out conquest and crime, continuously and successfully, 
that far outdid even Hitler's dreams. The record now began to be plain to see. 

August, 1939, Poland was betrayed and the eastern portion seized. In 19^*0 
Communism took over pare of 1ibercy-loving and America-loving Finland. Communism 
also swallowed up Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania. Later at the Teheran Conference 
in 1943 with Alger Hiss, the Communist, as the principal advisor to President Frank¬ 
lin Roosevelt, it was made clear Stalin would be allowed to keep all and everything 
he had stolen. 

Then a new ser'ies of conquests scarced. 19&6 Albania, Hungary, Yugoslavia, 
Romania, and Bulgaria. 1967- the mock elections in Poland formally completed the 
two years of incredibly cruel subjection of this traditional liberty-loving nation. 
Then in February, 1938. Czechoslovakia, created with the help of our own President 
Woodrow Wilson, fell. In October, 1950 Stalin's agents formalized their puppet 
state of East Germany. This finished the job as planned by Lenin 26 years earlier. 

The ruthless Communist Conspiracy now had Eastern Europe entire, and the first step 

of their infamous three-step program wa c complete. 

Step two was Asia. The record clearly indicates chat while achieving step one 
in Eastern Europe, the Communist masters were planning and working on step two to 
enslave Asia. The infiltration of China was already well advanced, Mao and the 
Chinese communists were already crushing their opposition. A prominent actor in 
this heart-rending drama was the great patriot, Chiang-Kai-Sheck. General George 
Marshall also played a major but tragic role. His contribution was to help the 
communists. Bv 1950 the whole mainland of China was enslaved. 

1951 saw Moscow's invaders seize Iibet. Then in the summer of 1953 the shame¬ 
ful action in Korea, so incredible in the light of past American history. Then in 

1954 the better half of Tndochina. 

Then the blakout was temporarily slowed by Stalin's passing, but the Conspiracy 
continued forward towards ultimate total victory. We also witnessed the effective 
use of the so-called neutralists of which Sukarno, like Cuba's Castro is an example, 
and who, like Castro, a few years ago was referred to by American leaders as the 
George Washington of Indochina. 

It is frightening to note the extent to which the goals announced by the Com¬ 
munist masters have been achieved and with American aid. Again I repeat their bold 
strategy: 



"First, we will take Eastern Europe. Next, the masses of Asia. Then we 
will encircle that last basion of capitalism, the United States of America. 

We shall not have to attack; it will fall like overripe fruit into our hands." 

Coming to the Western Hemisphere what do we find? The Communist, Godless, 
insidious Conspiracy is moving forward at a shocking pace. There are very few 
remaining really anti-communist governments in Latin America. The growing com¬ 
munist infiltration and influence right inside our own continental borders has 
-ber omp alarming. It is p articularly alarming to those who know the extent of 

the problem. And to the great majority of “The American people--uninfor med as _ 

they are--it is not believed. And therein lies the real danger. 

Who would have believed in 1953, for instance, that in Just ten years Cuba 
would be a slave state in the Communist empire--a military and political base for 
the continuing infiltration, subversion and attack of all of Latin America? Or 
that certain officials in our own government would have helped so effectively to 
betray Cuba into communist hands by following almost exactly the same pattern as 
that which was used in the earlier betrayal of China? And who would have believed 
ten years ago that the American people, only 90 miles away, would have been so con¬ 
ditioned by further years of pro-communist brainwashing that they would stand pas¬ 
sively by accepting these developments without demanding appropriate drastic action. 

Who would have believed that State Department officials and Presidents of the 
United States would refuse to confirm the historic and inspired Monroe Doctrine-- 
the center of our foreign policy for 140 years? Who would have believed our own 
State Department would refer to a Godless, blustering dictator as the "great liber¬ 
ator of the Cuban people," Who would have believed that the American press would 
fall for the deceptive line of the Communist Conspiracy--even calling Castro the 
"George Washington of Cuba." 

There is no greater evidence today of American complacency than this. Yes, 
we have been lulled away into a false security. We are busy making money, enjoying 
our abundance but oblivious to the gradual loss of our freedom which has made all 
of these blessings possible. As a nation we are affluent but foolish. 

This nation needs a revival of patriotism, a return to basic concepts, an 
awakening to the most deadly peril ever to threaten our people. I say to you with 
all my heart that the danger is real and can be deadly. We must become alerted and 
informed . 

With our national prestige at or near an all-time low, when will we act like 
men of courage? Why this continuing policy of softness toward communism? When 
will we begin to take positions based on what is right and then stand firm? The 
language and action of firmness will be respected and is the only safe course for 
our great nation to pursue. When will our national leaders mention at least, the 
MOnroe Doctrine? 

Grassroots thinking in America cries for strong, courageous leadership. Some 
American people are at long last becoming aroused in their hearts. They are far 
ahead of most Washington politicians. They oppose their leaders making concessions 
to Russia. They do not want to be lulled to sleep. The American people are con¬ 
vinced that a firm stand against the communist masters is the best protection against 
war. They want to know the truth without bluffing. 



The American people are entitled ro r he facts. They will actively follow 
sound, courageous leadership. Our people know in their hearts chat the opposite 
of victory is defear, whether vou call t r "coexistence" or "compromise" with a 
godless tyranny. 

We are at war and we mu-r win the war It's time to go on the offensive. 

Let's scop helping the enemv. Let's stop half-measures such as were used in 
Cuba. Let’s be sure we re right and then mobilize sufficient strength to win. 


I have great faith in che American people. When fully informed they will 
make wise decisions. They will s r and up and be counted for what is right. This 
I know. T agree with sentiments expressed by one of our fine patriots. Tom Ander¬ 
son, "As Americans we must stand up and be counted--else we'll be counted out. . . 

The middle of che road between the extremes of good and evil is evil. When freedom 
is at stake, our silence is not goldeo, ic's yellow, , , Why change che American 
system which produced the greatest freedom for the greatest number of people in 
humaa history. along with che world's highest standard of living, for socialism . . 
Under any name socialism has been a miserable failure for l 000 years. . A govern¬ 
ment big enough to give you everything you want Is big enough to take everything 
you've got." 

Ten years ago jhe American people did not dream that the communisc advance 
was getting so near home as to threaten the very take over of central and South 
America. Yet coday you can count oo the fingers of one hand all che countries, in 
the whole continent and subcontinent together where che Communists do not exercise 
dominant influences in the governments Does this concern us as U.S. citizens 7 
Again I say it can happen here. And apparently some American people are ready to 
accept what ten years ago they would not have considered even possible. Yes, ic 
can--it is happening here. 

Who would have believed ten years ago thac the Supreme Court of the U.S would 
have wilfully and disastrously punched large ragged holes in our God-inspired Consti¬ 
tution 7 Who would have believed the Court would have handed down so many decisions 
favorable to the Communisrs and so weakening and destructive of our protection against 
them, thac the communists themselves would openly declare certain of these decisions 
to be the greacesc victory ever won by the communists in America. 

Who would have believed 10 years ago that a great pacriot and beloved spiritual 
leader would warn us that a recent decision of our Supreme Court is leading this 
nation down the road to atheism 

Who would have believed cen years ago that the Conference of Chief Justices of 
our state supreme courts would have been so disturbed by this usurption of power by 
the Supreme Court as to say things about the Warren-led Supreme Court as harsh as 
anything that has been said by even the so-called "extreme rightests", who in reality 
are real patriots in the spirit of Patrick Henry and the Founding Fathers. 

Who would have believed that Washington politicians would be openly and brazenly 
sending American wealch in quantities of many billions to aid avowed communists.

I expect to continue to pray speak and act with all mv energy, and I hope vou 
do also, to prevent the tragedy in America which has come to many other once free 
lands. At present, unless we join with those small but determined and knowledgable 
patriots dedicated to preserve our freedom a cold cal ula'ion would show that we 
will not be able to change the course of the present ominous and shocking trends in 
our beloved countrv.

The Soviet* would not attrmpt military conauest of so powerful and so exten¬ 
sive a country as the United States without availing themselves of a sufficiently 
strong: titthTOlum mn ou t -mres-t . a- -f-i-f-t-h xcdiimn which woudd_proyide the sabotage 
the false leadership, and the *udden seizures of power and of means of commuoTcatton 
needed to convert tne struggle, from che very beginning into a civil war rather 
than clear-cut war with an external enemy. 

We can fore«r a possibility of 'he Kremlin taking thi« gamble in time. In 
fact, it is clear that r he f^mmums's long ago made plans to have this method avail¬ 
able. in whole or in parr to whatever extent it mighr be useful. The trouble in 
our southern states has been fomented almost entirely by the Communists for this

The answer is no. Latter-day Saints claim no au¬ 
thority by succession from any other church or sect. 
They testify that the Church of Jesus Christ was re¬ 
established in the early nineteenth century through 
divine revelation and authority given to its modem 
prophet-leader. Joseph Smith, Jr. 

Do "Mormons" boliovo in tho Holy Trinity? 

Yes. The Latter-day Saint accepts the Godhead as 
three literal, distinct personalities: God, the Father; 
His Son, Jesus the Christ (who is one with the Father 
in purpose and in thought, but separate from Him 
in body); and the Holy Ghost, a Personage of Spirit 
(Acts 7:55. etc.). 

Whot do "Mormons" boliovo about tbo Bibto? 

The Bible is basic to "Mormon” belief. It is accepted 
as “the word of God." 

WKot is tho Book of Mormon? 

The Book of Mormon is part of a record, both 


sacred and secular, of the prophets and peoples who 
(with some supplementary groups) were ancestors of 
the American "Indians." It covers principally the 
people of the period from about 600 ft.C. to 421 A.D. 

The book takes its title from a man w hose name 
was Mormon, who was one of the later prophets of the 
thousand-year period, and witnesses that Jesus the 
Christ visited the inhabitants of the Western Hemis¬ 
phere after His ascension. 

How many "Mormons" ore there? 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
(with headquarters in Salt Lake City, Utah) numbers 
some two million, with 4.000 congregations throughout 
the world. 

What is the "Mormon" attitude on liquor and tobacco?

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For eight years as Secretary of Agriculture I had a close 
association with President Eisenhower. My gratitude for his 
support of nay fight for a free agriculture was expressed in my 
book, CROSSFIRE. When my son Reed was making his year long 
investigation of the John Birch Society during which time I was 
making some investigation myself, Reed ask Mr. Welch to send 
me a copy of the yet unpublished confidential letter on Eisenhower. 

This he did and indicated that he would allow me to read the letter. 

I have read the'letter a couple of times and have also read the published 
edition, now available in paperback and i n book form, entitled THE >- 
UT IC1AN , which is fully documented with footnotes which were not 
part oi J the original letter. Toward the close of the book Mr. Welch 
lists three alternatives which he feels might explain President Eisen¬ 
howers tragic dealings with the Communists. In essence he indicates 
that Mr. Eisenhower was either ignorant, a politician, or consciously 
aiding the communist conspiracy. Mr. Welch does not argue with 
anyone who might pick any of the three alternatives because he feels 
that they all come to the same end regardless of which one is chosen, 
namely tragedy.

Dear Ezra: 

You and I might disagree as to whether or not Eisenhower ever has 
looked where he was going, or whether Lyndon Johnson ever has gone 
where he was .looking. But there can be no disagreement concerning 
-- certain basic facts of contemporary history.. 

(1) Since 1945 the Communists have made steady progress towards 
enslavement of the whole world -- including ourselves. 

(2) The Communists have not made this progress through ideological 
victories, except as the movement to the left has created a climate more 
favorable for their conspiracy. Never once have the Communists per¬ 
suaded any people to vote themselves, knowingly, into Communism. 

(3) The Communists have not made any of this progress through 
military victories. Their pretended military might has been used only 
for prestige, bluff, and negotiations. 

(4) The Communist advance has been entirely dependent on the cunning, 
cruelty, and ruthlessness of their conspiratorial activities. They have 
now taken over some forty countries, always by subversion and guerrilla 
activities from within, never by armed attack from without. 

(5) Our country is directly in the path of that progress and that strategy. 
The internal subversion here is already far advanced. The guerrilla 
activities, which were conducted in China under the noble-sounding slogan 
of "agrarian reform," are to be carried out here under the noble-sounding 
slogan of "civil rights. " 

(6) The one thing that no conspiracy can withstand is the light of day 
on its activities. The only thing that the gigantic Communist conspiracy 
fears i6 exposure of its methods and of its working parts. This is why 
McCarthy was more dangerous to the Communists than Franco or Chiang 
Kai-shek, and why McCarthy simply had to be destroyed.

Into this picture, seven years ago, entered The John Birch Society. Its thesis 
with regard to the Communist conspiracy was that if enough people knew what was 
happening, it wouldn't happen. This is why, from the beginning, the Society has 
devoted its total-energy te the-purpose-set forth in the Blue Book^and emphasized 
on its last page: To create understanding . Even the projects we have initiated for 
specific action have all been designed to cause more people to study and under¬ 
stand what was taking place. Education has been our only strategy, and truth our 
only weapon. 

The Communists grasped the point quite early that The John Birch Society 
thus constituted a new form of opposition, which they had not faced in any of the 
countries they had already subjugated.

AIDING AND ABETTING THE ENEMY 


This is a signal honor, a very great pleasure, and a challenging responsibility. 
Humbly and gratefully I stand before you. Grateful for citizens such as you—humbled 
by the magnitude of the task before us. 

Because of the nature of the message I bring to you, I have committed most of 
it to writing. I shall speak to you frankly and honestly. 

What I shall say are my personal convictions borne out of an active life which 
has taken me into forty-five nations and brought me close to the insidious forces that 
would destroy our way of life in this choice land. I express these convictions and 
warnings today because of my love for you, all humanity, and our beloved country. 

The message I bring is not a happy one, but it is the truth and time is always 
on the side of truth. 

I speak to you as a fellow citizen of the United States of America deeply concerned 
about the welfare of our beloved country. 

Once again, with all the solemnity of my soul, I sound a voice of warning. 

As Americans, lovers of freedom and high moral principles, we are face to 
face with the greatest evil in this world and the greatest threat to all we hold dear. 

Consider the following shocking facts 

Since World War II the Communists have brought under bondage--enslaved—on 
the average approximately 6,000 persons per hour, 144,000 per day, 52,000,000 per 
year—every hour of every day of every year since 1945. 

Since 1945 the Communists have murdered in one country alone enough people 
to wipe out the entire population of over fifteen of our states. 

J. Edgar Hoover, the best informed man in government on the Socialist-Communist 
Conspiracy stated: . ,we must now face the harsh truth that the objectives of commun- 

I ism are being steadily advanced because many of us do not readily recognize the means 
I used to advance them. . .No one who truly understands what it really is can be taken in 
by it. Yet the individual is handicapped by coming face to face with a conspiracy so 
monstrous he cannot believe it exists. The American mind simply has not come to a 
realization of the evil which has been introduced into our midst." (Prophets, Principles 
and National Survival, p. 273) 



I have personally witnessed the heart-rending results of the loss of freedom. 
I have seen it with my own eyes. I have been close t.o the godless evil of the 
Socialist-Communist conspiracy on both sides of the Iron Curtain particularly during 
.11 y years as European Mission President for my Church at the close of the war and 
today and also during my eight years in the Cabinet 


It may shock you to learn that the first communist cell in government, so far 
as we know, was organized in the U. S. Department of Agriculture in the early 1930 s 
John Abt was there. It was John Abt whom Oswald, the accused assassin of President 
Kennedy, requested for his attorney. Harry Dexter White was there Lee Pressman 
was there. And Communist Alger Hiss, who was the principal architect and first 
Secretary of the United Nations organizing meeting was there also. 

I have talked face-to-face with the Godless Communist leaders It may surprise 
you to learn that I was host to Mr. Khruschev for a half day when he visited the United 
States Not that I'm proud of it—I opposed his coming then and I still feel it was a 
mistake to welcome this atheistic murderer as a state visitor. But according to Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower, Khrgschev had expressed a desire to learn something of American 
agriculture, and after seeing Russian agriculture I can understand why. 

As we talked face-to-face he indicated that my grandchildren would live under 
Communism. After assuring him that I expected to do all in my power to assure that 
his and all other grandchildren will live under freedom, he arrogantly declared in 
substance: 

You Americans are so gullible. No, you won’t accept Communism outright, 
but we'll keep feeding you small doses of socialism until you'll finally wake up and 
find you already have communism. We won't have to fight you. We'll so weaken your 
economy until you’ll fall like over-ripe fruit into our hands And they are ahead of 
schedule in their devilish ~cneme. 

I stood in Czechoslovakia in 1946 and witnessed the ebbing away of freedom 
resulting in the total loss of liberty. I visited among the liberty-loving Polish people 
and talked with their leaders as the insidious freedom destroying conspiracy moved in, 
imposing the chains of bondage on a Christian nation. 

Ernst Tillich — expert witness before the House Un-American Activities Committee 
declared: 

"On the clock of survival the time is now five minutes before midnight W r e 
have but this brief interval to choose between survival or extinction. " 



Wherever communism has come to power it has destroyed the indispensable 
conditions for the intellectual and moral existence of man. Communism is totalita¬ 
rianism that encompasses every manifestation of man’s moral, political, and economic 
life. 


Too many Americans do not fully comprehend the true meaning of communism. 

They are thinking of a competing system of political and economic order tha t has w o n - 

acceptance and loyalty with other civilized nations. After all, the nation of Tolstoi, 
Dostoevski, and Tchaikovsky commands an esteemed place in the family of Western 
nations. And the nation of Confucius, whose philosophy and system of ethics evokes 
peace and order in society and encourages a moral life, a nation with 4,000 years of 
distinct civilization, commands our respect and affection Therefore, we must view 

their political and economic institutions with goodwill and compassion, 

» 

This opinion reflects our inability or unwillingness to comprehend the true 
nature of the conflict between communism and us. The antagonism is no old-fashioned 
diplomatic power struggle in which both sides maneuver for territorial possessions 
and spheres of influence. It is a collision of two irreconcilable systems: one that 
endeavors to preserve man's civilization and one that aims to destroy it. It is a war 
waged on many fronts over the moral, intellectual and economic conditions of human 
existence in the world. 

Communism is totalitarianism in which government control has been extended 
to practically every phase of human life. Bearing little resemblance to the despotic 
regimes of the past, it is all-comprising, subjugating man's conscience and sacri¬ 
ficing to the State his faith in all that is right and humane. It is fervent atheism that 
derides the human soul. 

* 

Totalitarianism means the total politicalization of life without exception The 
state encompasses society in all its spheres. There is no corner where man can hide 
from the State, no place without regimentation. 

The world has had an opportunity to observe and reflect on the true meaning of 
totalitarianism. German Nazism, which was an affinitive offshoot from the communist 
prototype, was a truly revealing manifestation of totalitarianism. Nazism, which is 
the popular abbreviation of national socialism, imported from Soviet Russia the one- 
party system, the pre-eminence of the party, the position of the secret police, the 
concentration camps for dissidents, the methods of propaganda. Hitler was an excel¬ 
lent disciple of Lenin and Stalin, a perfect product of totalitarianism. The heinous 
Nazi crimes were the outcome of a consistent application of totalitarian principles. 

Our mental and moral confusion towards communism could easily be avoided 
if we were ever mindful of the affinities of the two systems. After all, the inhumanities 
of communism differ little from the Nazi crimes against humanity. How can we possibly 
condemn the Nazi record, and condone the communistic inhumanities? How can we 



blithely ignore the millions of victims of communism: the bourgeois, Kulaks, Poles, 

Baltic people, Georgians, Ukranians, Kalmuks, Cossacks, East Germans, Hungarians, 
Chinese, Tibetans, Cubans and now Vietnamese? 

Communism, in fact, is incomparably more dangerous to man's civilization than 
German Nazism.whose doctrine of Aryan superiority prevented its dissemination to all 
mankind. Without this narrow racial limitation communism is capable of subjugating 
all that which is humanT —- 

In our dealings with communism let us ever be mindful of past experience. A 
policy of appeasement, reapproachment or even friendship towards communism is as 
offensive and suicidal as it was towards Nazi Germany. And the fellow travelers of 
communism are no less despicable as those of the Nazi tyrants. In fact, why should 
we not condemn more harshly the appeasers of communism and deem their blindness, 
incomparably more inexcusable after we experienced the barbarism of the Nazi totali¬ 
tarianism? 

And yet, our policies continue to be guided by intellectual confusion and moral 
lethargy We deal and wheel with communist agents and officials as if they represent 
their peoples. We launch diplomatic maneuvers and countermaneuvers as if we were 
engaged in an old-fashioned power struggle. We make treaties and agreements, accept 
promises and declarations as if we were dealing with Victorian England. We embark 
upon cultural exchanges as if the communists were receptive to cultural values. We 
trade with communist governments as if we were exchanging goods and services with 
merchants in London. In fact, our officials fraternize with communist officials in 
political, economic, social, and cultural matters while at that very moment thousands 
of individuals linger in communist prisons and concentration camps, or risk death 
trying to escape their tyrants. 

» 

Since our military involvement in Vietnam our dealing and wheeling with 
communist officials has assumed shameless and even treacherous proportions. 

While American soldiers are cut down by Russian arms and ammunition, U.S. Govern¬ 
ment officials, in fact, are encouraging trading with communist Russia and her allies. 
Every enemy plane that takes to the air, every missile that seeks American planes 
was manufactured in Russia and deployed by the Kremlin. And yet, we continue to 
curry the economic favors of the Kremlin masters. 

How can the President of the United States claim, as reported by the Vice- 
President, that the so-called Cold War is over and predict that Congress will lower 
trade barriers with communist countries. How can he request Congress to ratify the 
consular convention with the Soviets who are pledged to bury us and enslave the world. 

How can two American corporations, The International Basic Economy Corporation, 
a Rockefeller enterprise, and Tower International Inc., headed by the pro-communist 
tycoon Cyrus S. Eaton, Jr,, have joined forces to promote trade between the communist 
countries and the United States, Canada and Latin America. By so doing they strengthen 
the hands of the enemies of all righteousness who are supporting the slaughter of America 
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boys and imposing slavery on millions of people throughout the world. 

In recent months the official list of "non-strategic" items that may be sold 
to communist governments has lengthened continually. In 1966, for instance, the 
Soviet Union was encouraged to buy from American manufacturers airborne communi¬ 
cations- and naviga tion equ ipment and a tire cord factory. Licenses were issued per¬ 
mitting the Czechoslovakian Government to purchase ball and roller bearings, petro¬ 
leum products, and a hydrogen plant. Airborne rader equipment and automotive replace¬ 
ment parts were approved for Red Rumania; for the Bulgarian regime pumps and com¬ 
pressors, for Poland more radio communication parts and various generators, for 
Hungary, electronic navigational aids and railway equipment, for Yugoslavia, air¬ 
craft parts and petroleum products, for East Germany, boring and drilling machines. 

- - It is important to understand that our trade with communist countries constitutes 

no trade with the people of those countries, but merely with communist governments. 

An American merchant who sells navigation equipment to Russia must negotiate and deal 

exclusively with Kremlin agents. And for the Kremlin all goods are “strategic" for its 

military, psychological, or economic war on the West. 

* 

And yet, in his 1966 State of the Union message to Congress, re-affirmed by 
his 1967 message theme cf "bridges to the East, " the President urged an expansion of 
trade "between the United States and Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union." In Septem¬ 
ber 1966, the State Department even published a pamphlet entitled Private Boycotts 
versus the National Interest , in which it openly denounced those Americans who criti¬ 
cize our trade with communist governments. 

Does not the President understand the characteristics of a totalitarian regime 
that politicalizes every transaction? Everything is made a political transaction that 
concerns the destruction of the free world. Is our President blind to the fact that trade 
with communist officials first of all is political, and not business as usual? Shall we 
ascribe the President's attitude to moral cowardice, an amoral attitude toward the peoples 
entrapped by communism, or something worse? 

This recognition also indicts gravely those American merchants and manufacturers 
who in the bureaus of the Kremlin seek profitable orders and favors from the communist 
tyrants. In fact, some businessmen who are either exceptionally unintelligent or extra¬ 
ordinarily unscrupulous are now proffering their merchandise and service to the Kremlin 
masters, who at this very moment are aiding and supporting our enemies in Vietnam. 

In the waiting rooms of the Kremlin, American businessmen dream of personal gains 
and profits while thousands of American boys in Vietnam are slain by communist bullets 
made in the U.S.S.R, A shameless spectacle that is indicative of our incredible 
confusion and moral decay! 

American businessmen are lending their managerial ability and capital resources 
to the communist masters who are boasting of their economic achievements. We all are 



familiar with their boastful slogan "in 1970 we shall surpass the U.S." This is 
conceivable only if we accomplish it for them. If we build their factories, supply 
them with our resources and technical know-how and if, at the same time, we cause 
our apparatus or production to deteriorate through confiscatory taxation and inflation, 
through bureaucratic controls and expropriations. Then, and only then, may the most 
unscrupulous regime surpass the other. 


The late Wilhelm Roepke, eminent classical economist and social philosopher, 
summarized communist reality in a simple law. According to Roepke, "Wherever 
communism raises its head people tend to hasten away. When given the opportunity 
they escape from it, be it in Germany via Berlin or in China via Hong Kong and Viet 
Nam. But inversely, commodities flow only in the opposite direction either as alms 
or through lies and extortion. In short, communism bores a hole in men's souls from 
which they excape whenever possible. And it bores an economic hole which we strive 
to fill through pity or other less estimable reasons. " 

Dr. Werner Keller, author of the great book, The Bible as History, concluded 
his recent book. East Minus West = Zero, outlining Russia's debt to the west, with 
these words: • 

"All that the West stands for, all that it has achieved and is still achieving 
culturally, technically, and scientifically, has been done without a single important 
contribution from the Russians. If the Russians had never existed at all it would have 
made not an iota of difference to what the West has to offer all humanity. 

"The present position of Russia, had she not been taught, helped and supported 
by the West, would be unthinkable. Even at this moment Russia can only keep up by 
the continuous theft and exploitation of every new development in the free world. " 

"There is only one way of dealing with a power like Russia, and that is the 
way of courage.", Karl Marx advised in the New York Tribune of 30th, December, 1853 

"Everything depends on whether the people of the West, of Europe and America 
are willing to stand fast and strike a hard bargain as Tsarist Russia and the Soviet 
Union have always done."

It is tragic indeed that our trade with communist governments is planned and 
promoted by our own officials who have made aid to the Soviet Union the official 
policy of the American Government. Wherever private businessmen still hesitate to 
proffer their aid and support, the U. S. Government itself backs up the Kremlin with 
special deals, credit guarantees and outright subsidies. 





The 1963 wheat deal was an example in case. The Federal Government not 
only paved the way for the transaction but also guaranteed the Soviet credit and sub¬ 
sidized the communists to the tune of 542 million. In addition, concessions were made 
on freight rates. When private bankers refused to extend credit to the grain exporters, 
the President had the Export-Import Bank, which is a government agency, guarantee the 
transaction. 

—The-deal was also indicative of the Administration's concept of economic 
welfare, which is a primary objective of the Great Society. With tax money the 
Federal Government buys vast supplies of grain and other foodstuffs and thus raises 
their prices. The taxes reduce the people's disposable income which is then further 
reduced through higher food prices. And finally, more tax money is used to finance 
and subsidize the sale of government stock to the Kremlin, which in turn is either 
reaping huge profits on its resales to the Russian people or scoring political victories 
through aid to jts communist allies. And the American people are supposed to believe 
-that these Great Society policies improve their economic welfare and generate political 
benefits in foreign affairs! 

In many cases our economic aid to the enemy is channeled through the United 
Nations Organization. We pay at least 22 % of all U. N. operations which cost more 
than $500 million in*1966. Many special programs are financed by voluntary contri¬ 
butions of the member governments among whom our government is usually the most 
generous. We contributed at least 40% cf the expenses of the International Develop¬ 
ment Associa’ion and the Special United Nations Fund for Economic Development which 
"provide systematic assistance infields essential to technical, economic, and sccial 
development of less-developed countries." As all communist countries can be classified 
as "less-developed", a great deal of U, N. assistance is channeled towards communist 
governments. Through the Special Fund, for instance, we coveted 40% of the costs of 
an agricultural experimental station in Communist Cuba. And through the United Nanops 
Economic and Social Council we subsidize the University of Havana, which every year 
is graduating thousands of young communists. 

Our intellectual confusion and moral lethargy also shapes our attitude and policy 
towards the communist satellites. Poland, for instance, has received no less than 
$548 million in U. S. aid, while Yugoslavia garnered some $2.4 b,llior. 

The rationale of this aid springs from our hope to divide the communist camp 
and, in particular, achieve satellite independence from Moscow. But all available 
evidence indicates that our aid merely serves to consolidate and fortify the position 
of the Kremlin an.d its foreign henchmen. Communist Tito has stated repeatedly that he 
will stand firmly with Moscow in any rift with the United States. According to him, our 
military operations in Vietnam are "aggressive acts by reactionary forces," are "shame¬ 
ful" and "dangerous to world peace." This attitude is hardly suited to create confidence 
in our aid to communists. After all, communism is a barbaric system wherever ,'t raises 
its ugly head, in Moscow and Peking, Warsaw and Belgrade, Prague and Havana. Aiding 
and supporting the communists is offensive and suicidal no: only in Moscow, but any¬ 
where in the world. 
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And it is inexcusable no matter who does it. Of course, we would hope that 
our own government, whose example is so important in world affairs, would point 
the way out of this confusion and blindness. But unfortunately the New Frontier and 
Great Society Administrations not only shattered this hope, but also, to our greatest 
dismay, often led the way into darkness. But this confusion of ours does not in the 
least exculpate--clear from fault or blame--other free world governments who are 
guilty ot the same failures ~---- 

It is a new and strange chapter of history that the enemies of the United 
States receive aid and support from our allies. A British Government agency, for 
instance, has agreed to supply credit guarantees for the sale of a $28 million 
fertilizer factory to the Castro government. Two years ago Socialist Britain sold 
950 buses on credit to Castro. While the U. S. government gives all-out support to 
the British effort to bring down the white-minority government of Rhodesia, the British 
Labor Government supports Castro's Cuba with both credit and trade. 

Red China's biggest trade partner is Japan. British Hong Kong is the biggest 
source of hard currency for Red China, and Canada sells her vast quantities of grain. 
Western Europe supplies chemical fertilizer. She gets steel from West Germany, 

France, Belguim and Japan; airplanes from Britian; ships from France and Netherlands; 
Diesel locomotives from France. 

Even the North Veitnam Government does brisk business with allies of the 
U. S. Japan buys anthracite and sells industrial goods which are carried to North 
Vietnam on communist-flag freightors. 

A dozen ships flying the flags of Britain, Cyprus and Malta deliver European 
goods to Haiphong, and ships from Hong Kong probably deliver American goods. 

The economic significance of this aid to our enemies is overshadowed by far 
by its moral meaning. Our actions and policies towards communism reflect the extent 
of subversion within our own government, our incredible confusion, indecision, and 
even cowardice. We tremendously overrate the productivity of Communism and lack 
faith in the values we defend. We are weak intellectually and morally. In our con¬ 
fusion we are betraying the intellectual and moral heritage of the West. 

I quote from Review of the News of January 25, 1967; 

"The President of the United States apparently wants to join in a greater partner¬ 
ship with the Communists. In the Slate of the Union message he said with a straight 
face: 


"I ask and urge the Congress to help our foreign and commercial trade policies 
by passing an East-West Trade Bill and approving our consular convention with the 
Soviet Union. " 



This proves "beyond a shadow of a doubt that the war m Vietnam is, for 
ail practical purposes, a war between, the United States and the Soviet bloc, for 
it is the Soviet bloc which contributes the vast amount of military equipment which 
makes it possible for the primitive economy cf North Vietnam to wage this war 
against us. No amount of semantic trickery cn the Fart cf the President can change 
this fact cf reality. That is why the ws>' is costing us billions, and Lyndon Johnson 
knows it. There are others who know it also, policy makers like McNamara, Rusk. 
Rostow, aha the resFof the - clique. 

'Of course, the liberalization of East-West trade is one of the major goals 
of the world-government power clique, in the center of which sit the Rockefellers 
with their billions. While former Rockefeller Foundation president. Dean Rusk, is 
fighting the bad Communists in Vietnam, the Rockefeller brothers themselves are 
doing business with the good Communists, The latest news cn that is an almost 
incredible story which appeared ir. the New York Times of January 16, 1967, head¬ 
lined: 'Eaton Joins Rockefellers To Spur Trade With Reds.' 

"Frankly, we never thought that the Rockefeller power clique would so openly 
and brazenly show its pro-Communjst hand while a half million American soldiers are 
actually 'fighting Communism m Southeast Asia . " ( The Review cf the Mewr.: Vol- 3; 

No. 4. p. 21> 

There seems to be no limit to our fellies—our essentially treasonable policies. 

On June 1, 1964, the present Administration and the .Kremlin signed the Consular 
Convention which provides for the reciprocal establishment of consulates in all major 
cities of the U. S. and U.S.S ?. At the present. Soviet diplomatic personnel are 
stationed only at their Washington embassy and with the U.N. in New York. In fact, 
there are nc Soviet consulates anywhere m the Western Hsmisphe'e. }'f the U. S. 
Government now sets the precedent by opening our country to many thousands of 
Kremlin agents, hew can our Latin-Amen car. neighbors resist tc similar Soviet demands? 

A consul is a public officer who is authorized to protect the interests and to 
foster the commercial affairs of its subjects m a foreign country. As consuls have no 
representative character like amoassadors they cannot claim general immunity and extra¬ 
territoriality attached to,diplomatic representatives. But under the terms of the Johnscn- 
Kremlin convention, consular officers and employees would be completely immune from 
criminal prosecution, even in the case of felonies. 

How blind! We grant consular rights to the Kremlin communists. oppressors 
of their own nation. The communist agents then are “to foster the commercial affairs 
of their subjects, " who are forb.dder. to trade abroad under the penalty of death. The 
communist agents are "to protect the interests of their citizens", who are imprisoned 
by the Iron Curtain. There are no emigrants from Soviet Russia only refugees When 
they manage to escape, risking death at the border, they a^e often haunted, blackmailed 
or even murdered by communist agents abroad And finally, we offer d:plorr.at:c immunity 
to such agents i 
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How bent we are on our own destruction.! We now promote "cultural exchange" 
which in the service of mutual understanding and peace is tc provide contact between 
the communist nations and us. We exchange athletes, scientists, singers, pianists, 
and other artists, supposedly, in order to mend the break in communications and thus 
end amicably the Cold War. 

We readily admit that the Russian people are very much like the American people. 
But we are not confronted by the Russian people who themselves are extremely regi¬ 
mented and^whose lives are totally pohtiealiEedt>y-4he-communiST regime.—We are_ 

confronted by a communist conspiracy that does not "exchange" in good faith, but 
uses every transaction for its sinister ends. American tourists who visit Russia are 
shown exactly what the communist agents want them to see. But Soviet nationals who 
visit the United States are either communist functionaries or individuals under their 
vigilant control with family hostages left behind the Iren Curtain. The communists 
make every professor, every dancer, pianist, and athlete their political agents. 

Every sporting match, artistic performance, and speech is made a political action. We 

are confronted by^a-monolithic totalitarianism that differs radically from our own - 

system of individuality, the many-sided, libertarian, pluralistic nature of the West. 

Again and again we are inclined to accept communist promises and declarations 
at Western face value. We ignore Communist standards of morality that, according to 
Lenin, makes deceit a duty and virtue. This is why disarmament agreements, treaties, 
and negotiations with the communists are surely suicidal. 

And yet, we are eager to make such agreements, and have, in fact, made 
the first steps towards disarmament. In 1963 the Kennedy Administration entered the 
Moscow Treaty which was to stop testing nuclear explosives above ground and under 
water. The test ban was signed by Great Britain, the United States and the Soviet 
Union in August and satisfied by the United States in September. France and Communist 
China which too have nuclear devices disdained from agreement. 

The Treaty was hailed by the Administration as the first joint East-West move 
towards disarmament of any kind since World War II. It was signed five years after 
the negotiations had begun and two years after the Soviets had broker, a voluntary 
accord against testing. The new agreement is so loose that it requires r.o international 
inspection and permits any of the three nations to repudiate it in time of danger. There 
is nothing to prevent clandestine tests but the honor and integrity of the participating 
parties. And yet, we are dealing with murderers who have neither honor nor integrity. 

The record is clear. How can we, leaders of the greatest nation in the world, be so 
gullibly deceived. 

In the West inspection is superfluous because in our individualistic open society 
all secrets come out anyway. But to rely on truth, integrity, and honor in communism 
entails unbearable risks of our security and survival. The treaty prevents our full develo 



ment of any new weapons requiring the use of nuclear warheads. I T . prevents us from 
testing our intercontinental ballistic missiles on which our strategic defenses greatly 
depend. It prevents us from devebping an effective anti-missile defense system cn 
which our survival may depend. And finally, it prevents us from developing tactical 
atomic weapons that would give un invincibility on the battlefield. In short, the 
Moscow Treaty neutralized our major military advantage over the communists and 
delivered us to the Soviet might in conventional forces and their proficiency in sub¬ 
version, guerrilla warfare and internal revolution. The war in Vietnam is an example 
in case.-________ 


"Acceptance of any precipitate proaram of disarmament" a report of the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee warn us, "would constitute for the West a strategic 
defeat of enormous magnitude, leaving an irresolute Western world only the recourse 
of seeking accommodation with an aggressive movement which is dedicated to achieving 
mastery of the globe. " 

But our weakness is not primarily strategic and military, it is intellectual and 
moral. In a bipolar world of enormous tensions and conflicts we ha^e lost our sense 
of direction and the will to survive. 

We must ever remember that we are at war wuh a clever, ruthless, unprincipled 
enemy. And we arfe losing the war. Yes, and we will continue to lose unless we the 
American people become alerted and informed. Unless we stand up to the enemy of all 
we hold dear. 

Why do we bow and yield to their unreasonable and dangerous demands. When 
will we act like men of courage and faith. The language cf courage is the only lan¬ 
guage they respect. Let's be sure we're right and stand firm, if we do so they will 
back down every rime.

Without this tragic action in 1933, by an American Fresider.t, apparently 
insensitive to the dangers of Socialism and Communism, Soviet Communism would 
have collapsed in ruins. Why do we continue to keep alive by indefensible action 
this evil, freedom-destroying system? 

Dean Clarence E. Manion, statesman-patriot, with a son in Vietnam, put it 
this way: 


"The truth is that there is no such thing as a legitimate Communist government 
anywhere on earth. The truth is that what our State Department calls the 'closed 
societies' of Communism are iron-ringed jails from which the inmates may attempt to 
escape only at the risk of their lives. The truth is that conditions in these Communist 
jails are so horrible that hundreds of people risk and often lose their lives in attempts 
to escape from them. The truth is that the hundreds of millions of helpless people who 
are held in this monstrous Red captivity are scandalized by the calloused indifference 
of our government to their cruel fate as expressed in a foreign policy which is delibe¬ 
rately calculated to 'help stabilize tottering Communist regimes, as in East Germany.'

It is perhaps not just anger that I feel at this betrayal of oui fighting men, their 
families and this nation, by trading with the enemy. Deep within my soul is a feeling 
of sickness and revulsion and a feeling in part of hopelessness at the seeming injustice 
of it all. Of bitter disappointment in the attitude of a few of my fellow Americans. 

In spite of the blackness of the picture, I cannot make myself believe that our 
Fresident, or any government official, would deliberately act in this way. They must 
be dupes of the Communist masters. Neither can I accept as a fact of our new morality 
that any serious American businessman or labor union could value their profits or wages 
higher than American lives or higher than honor, integrity and loyalty to this choice land 
and our fighting men. I know the American farmer, and will never believe that he is 
willing to knowingly sell his produce to the enemy that is destroying our men and seeking 
to destroy our way of life for the sake of a profit. 
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It seems entirely improbable to me that any government official knowing as we 
all do, thebng and unbroken line of broken promises by Russia and her cohort nations, 
would believe that the goods would be used, even if promised, other than to fight us. 

Or that they would believe that the evil designs of that great liberty-destroying con¬ 
spiracy would change simply because of the receipt of a few American goods.

a nation do not assert our rights as citizens to insist that it stop, I fear that dishonor 
may become our national heritage. 

Thomas Jefferson is quoted as follows: 

"A departure from principle in one instance becomes a precedent for a second; 
that second for a third; and so on, till the bulk of the society is reduced to mere 
automatons of misery, to have no sensibilities left but for sin and suffering." (Thomas 
Jefferson, Works 7:14) 

Do nd misunderstand me, my fellow Americans. If I thought for a moment, if 
I could even hope, that by trading with the atheistic enemy we could change them, 
dissuade them, discourage them, and if I could be convinced that our trading was not 
directly replenishing the arsenals of North Vietnam—if I thought that this action would 
deter the constantly reaffirmed Communist avowal to destroy us—I would be comforted 
— I would forgive—I would try to understand. 

As it is, Ladies and Gentlemen, I am not mollified—rather I am angered and hurt. 
Hurt that my nation, with a spiritual foundation, which I love so dearly, could act with 
such great dishonor in respect to its own fighting men. Hurt, that our leaders are so 
gullible as to believe we can win by trading with a nation which denies the very existence 
of God. 


A challenge would seem to be in order. Without right, perhaps, to. issue it, I do 
so! 


I challenge those great challengers of hypocrisy, our youth, to adopt as a part 
of their innermost feelings and desires and to issue as their cry: 

"Keep faith with our fighting men! No aid or comfort to the enemy!" 

I challenge, with reverence almost, the mothers and wives of our servicemen— 
not to distract and concern their heroes by complaining to them—but to make their 
Congressmen, Senators and all government officials aware of our united concern. Let 
our plea, and our prayers be: 



"Keep faith with our sons. Don't provide our enemy any means to destroy our 
boys. Stop all trade with the enemy. Let our valiant men return to us in honor having 
won an honorable victorious fight for freedom. " 

I challenge the fathers and husbands, of .this Nation* Gentlemen, who is to restore 
honor, honesty, virtue, integrity, and loyalty to our way of life except you? Except us? 
We, as fathers and husbands, are the real leaders of our civilization—of our nation. 

We are responsible if the blight on its glory is not removed. Gentlemen, let our cry 
be: 


"I shall become and remain a man of principle. I shall lead my family, my 
friends, my community and my nation also in the way of principle and not of expediency. 
I will defend my freedom and the freedom of my fellow men. I will raise my head high 
and look every man in the eye unashamed of my defense of that which is good. I shall 
be able to look every man returning from Vietnam squarely in the eye, knowing that I 
did not betray his faith. " 

I challenge us-all to advocate, desire, teach and live God fearing lives of 
.righteousness. Truly American lives. There is no other way of honor—no other way to 
save our great nation and the God-given freedom we cherish. 

That we may heed the sacred call—before it is too late—is my humble prayer.

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The .Truth About Those Strange Designs 


° In all t>f llicir public commentaries the Communists employ what (hey call 
“Aesopian language," enabling (hem to communicate freely with one another without 
alarming the target population in whose midst they operate. It is this coded Marxist 
jargon with which tire Communist leadership Jays down the ever-changing vagaries of 
the Party Line. 

The technique dates from the caily days of the Russian Revolution. Inlcrnalional 
Affairs, an official publication of the Communist Party, U.S.A., quotes Vladimir Lenin 
as referring to “that cursed 'Aesopian' language - to which Tsarism forced 
revolutionaries to have recourse whenever they look up their pens in order to 
undertake a ‘legal’ work ...Joseph Stalin noted: "A legally published newspaper 
could not call openly for the overthrow .... It had to resort to hints, which, however, 
the class-conscious workers [Communists] understood very well, and which they 
explained to the masses.” 

In Language As A Communist Weapon, Professor Stefan Tossony explains how the 
Communists code their revolutionary terms to deceive gullible non-Comnnmists. He 
correctly observes that “The deception of the non-Communist world is, of course, a 
main objective of their language manipulations.... Non-Communists arc easily 
deceived, because they rarely bother to gel full Communist quotes, usually 
misundcistand their context, and hardly ever master the Communist jargon." 

Professor James D. Dales explains in his valuable Dictionary Of Communist English 
that, as early as the Seventh World Congicss of the Comintern (Communist 
International) at Moscow, special attention was given to avoiding the use of "sectarian 
language." The object, says Dr. Bales, was to create a jargon for revolutionaries which 
would be pleasing to non-Communist cais while at the same time conveying 
revolutionary commands to the Communists. As Dr. Possony notes: "Every 
Communist communication must convey an orthodox, that is, revolutionary activating 
message to the Party and its followers. This same communication must convey a 
different, i.c., soothing, pacifying, and paralysing message to the opponent of 
Communism." 


Symbols, too, arc a part of this "Aesopian" code. The Communists know, as 
Arnold Whitlick comments in Symbols, Signs And Tltcir Meaning, that "Communica¬ 
tion depends on the symbolism of language, and thus man becomes aware of another's 
thoughts hy means of symbols.... All social and economic activities arc carried on by 
means of symbols; the various offshoots and adjuncts of language, like numbers and 
money, make this appaicnt. Religious worship and government, too, arc dependent on 
them. A.N. Whitehead, in his valuable book {Symbolism: Its Meaning And Effect ) 
shows that society is held together by acceptance of, and reverence for, its symbols.” 

The reverse of this is also true. A society can be attacked bv the undermintn* or I 
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erversion or destruction of its symbols. An obvious example is the public burning of 
.mc-rican flags by the revolutionary Marxists who flaunt the tri-colored banners of the 
oir.mur.ist Vietcong. Several years agoL you will recall, members of a team of 
iboteurs belonging to th.e Communist Revolutionary Action Movement were arrested 
: they moved to dynamite such symbols of our American heritage as the Statue of 


iberty, the Old North Bridge, and the Libsrty Bell. 

The Communists seek to replace tradit onal American symbols with those of their 
,;n design. Which is why they employ symbolism as a part of their ’‘Aesopian” code.

We have touched on only a few of the 
socialist symbols. There are many others. 

In its issue for October 10, 1969, Life 
magazine published a thirtecn-pagc article 
on ‘ Revolution.” Little more than radical 
propaganda, the piece was preceded by a 
foldout of a red tbg. long a symbol of revo¬ 
lutionary socialism. Tracing socialist in¬ 
cendiarism from the French Revolution of 
17S9 to the Bolshevik takeover of Russia 
in 1917, Life comments that at Paris in 
1871, thousands of revolutionaries 

“repudiated the settlement and the new 
government itself, unfurled the red flag 
of socialism^ over city hall and proclaimed 
an independent Commune.... The most 
practical among them were socialists 

from Karl Marx’s international....” 

Arnold Whittick says in Symbols, Signs And Their Meaning that “Red. ofcoune. ss 
the color of anarchy and the left wing in politics. The Red flag was used as a slogan 01 
battle, and there is a reference to it in this sense in the London Gazette of 1666. ,1ns 
significance is clearly derived from blood ....“ 

The hammer and sickle on the red flag of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repu. lies 
are also important symbols. Whereas Hitler chose an ancient symbol meaning veil 
being” for his red flag, the Communists chose symbols with a sinister connutatior. In 
Oliver Day Street’s Symbolism Of The Three Degrees (George H. Doran Company, 
New York, 1922) the hammer is described “as a symbol of destruction t orn 

prehistoric times.” And in Mackey's Encyclopedia it is noted that the scyj In 

ancient symbolism ... was one of the attributes of Saturn [or Cronus] ... the go ! o! 
Time... the symbol of the power that severs the slender thread and puts an end to aur 
existence.” 

Another esoteric symbol of the international socialist movement is the joined or 
“clasped" hands — the ancient sign of the god Fidos . Mackey's Symbolism says this 
design has been used historically to denote fidelity. It is now used by the Freemasons, 
the A.F.L.-C.l.O., and is frequently reproduced in the Communist Daily World to 
indicate union between Comrades. This insignia is the official symbol of he 
Communist-controlled Student “Nonviolent" Coordinating Committee, and serves as 
the logo for the Trotskyitc Communists' Workers World. 

But surely the most omnipresent symbol used currently by the intcrnatioi al 
socialists is the one which we are told is a sign of “peace." The Communists Icve^
